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Lesbian judicial 
candidate repels 
gay rival's challenge

S an Francisco Registrar of Voters 
Germaine Wong has ruled 
against judicial candidate 
Matthew Rothschild’s last- 
minute effort to derail the official 
voter information pamphlet state¬ 
ment of his opponent, Kay Tsenin. 

Rothschild, who was earlier rated 
“not qualified” for the Municipal 
Court post by the SF Bar Associa¬ 
tion, had objected to Tsenin’s state¬ 
ment in the voter pamphlet, “The SF 
Bar Association has determined that 
I am the only qualified candidate,” 
and complained the statement re¬ 
ferred to what the lawyers’ grqup 
had “concluded about me.” 

Election regulations prohibit re¬ 
marks about other candidates in 
candidates’ statements in voter in¬ 
formation materials. 

Wong ruled August 30 that Ts¬ 
enin’s statement is an accurate 
recitation of Tsenin’s qualifications, 
and not a reference to Rothschild, as 
he had claimed. 

Tsenin said the voter guide con¬ 
troversy “was not unexpected,” and 
that Rothschild has objected to the 
characterization before. 

“We were expecting it. I just 
think it’s more of his pettiness,” Ts¬ 
enin said. “It will just highlight the 
fact that he’s incompetent.”

Gay candidate runs lor Berkeley City Council 


Diversity a key 
issue to Kriss 
Worthington

K riss Worthington said he got tired of 
“quietly lobbying” Berkeley City 
Council member Carla Woodworth 
over issues of representation and di¬ 
versity on city commissions. So Worthing¬ 
ton, who is openly gay and has been in¬ 
volved with local politics for over eight 
years, decided to run against the incumbent 
and will face off against her (and a third 
opponent) in November for the District 7 
seat. 

In addition to Worthington and Wood- 
worth, Sheila Holderness, president of the 
Willard Neighborhood Association, is also 


running for the council seat. 

The district is in the south campus area 
of Berkeley, commonly referred to as 
Southside. It’s only four blocks wide, but 
stretches 13 blocks long from UC Berkeley 
to the Oakland border. It’s an area with a 
heavy student population, and it is the stu¬ 
dents who are providing novice candidate 
Worthington with offers of volunteer help 
in promoting his campaign. 

Although Worthington has been in¬ 
volved with local politics for many years, 
this is the first time he has run for office. 

“I have dozens and dozens of volun¬ 
teers, which I’m told is phenomenal. I think 
that’s because I’m involved in such a wide 
range of issues,” he said. 

Worthington told the B.A.R. he’s run¬ 
ning for city council because Woodworth 
has not represented her district well on the 
dozens of appointments she has made to 
city boards and commissions. 

“I have quietly lobbied the incumbent 
for many years on issues of representation 
and diversity, and in five years we have one 
student, one African-American, and one

Rest stop arrest victim 
sues San Mateo County

D espite a San Mateo County 
deputy sheriffs alleged mis¬ 
treatment of a school bus 
driver arrested at a county Vista 
Point rest stop last year, Redwood 
City resident E. Lon Chaney Jr. 
says he didn’t actually lose con¬ 
sciousness until another officer 
searching his car produced a small 
plastic bag of white powder - and 
flashed a grin. 

According to a San Mateo 
County Superior Court lawsuit, it 
was at that point that Chaney - 
who was already crying and 
bleeding from the head wound he 
received a few minutes earlier 
when a deputy sheriff allegedly 
tripped him and intentionally 
smashed his head into a cement 
pavement - blacked out. 


Chaney’s attorney Jeffrey Sloan 
said in the lawsuit, which is head¬ 
ed for a case management confer¬ 
ence in November, that Chaney 
was falsely arrested without prob¬ 
able cause and San Mateo county 
has failed to take such complaints 
seriously in the past. 

“San Mateo County has failed 
to investigate similar citizen com¬ 
plaints that they were unlawfully 
victimized by its deputies,” Sloan 
said in the formal complaint, filed 
in June. 

Complaints of brutality and 
entrapment by law enforcement 
authorities targeting gay sex at 
San Mateo County rest areas have 
been the subject of previous Bay 
Area Reporter news reports. San 
Mateo County Assistant County 
Council Mary Ash declined to 
comment on the lawsuit, and re¬ 
ferred questions to the Sheriff’s 
Department. 

Sloan also declined to comment 
on the lawsuit to the B.A.R, saying 
he would need authorization from 
his client, whom he described as 
“an older man who is married with 
a family ... who doesn’t want any 
press coverage.” 

‘Laughter and frivolous 
chatter’ 

In his lawsuit, Chaney said he 
was planning to drive to Half 
Moon Bay from Redwood City on 
the evening of Friday, October 5, 
1995 to plot new additions to a 
daily school bus route, but the In¬ 
terstate was bumper-to-bumper 


traffic, so he pulled into Vista #3 
rest stop to check a map for alter¬ 
nate routes. 

“As I was consulting my map, 
a pick-up truck pulled into Vista 
#3 and parked several spaces away 
from me. I got out of my car and 
approached the truck. I asked the 
driver, ‘Do you know if Devil Slide 
is still closed? Is there another way 
to get to Half Moon Bay?”’ his ex¬ 
hibit A declaration claims. 

Chaney said the driver didn’t 
understand English very well and 
apparently didn’t understand his 
questions. 

“As I walked back to my car. 
County of San Mateo Sheriff 
Deputy Timothy Reid sped into 
the Vista Point area, pointed his 
high beam spotlight on me and 
shouted over his car megaphone, 
‘This area is closed. Leave now.’” 

Chaney said he didn’t know 


the site was closed and. had no 
idea why Reid was being so bel¬ 
ligerent, but did as he was told. 

“I got back in my car, started 
my engine and proceeded to leave. 
I drove approximately 20-30 yards 
when, all of a sudden, Deputy 
Reid’s sirens and lights flashed at 
my vehicle,” he says. 

Chaney said in the complaint 
that he pulled over, only to have 
Reid order him out of the car. 

“I turned off my motor and 
got out of my car as ordered,” he 
recalled. Asking if he could talk 
about what was happening only 
made Reid angrier, Chaney says. 

“Turn around and put your 
hands on top of the car and shut 
up,” Reid said, according to 
Chaney’s declaration. 

Chaney says that as he got out 
of his car, Reid ignored his ques¬ 
tions - and that as he protested 
that the arrest was a “mistake,” 
Reid “grabbed my right arm, 
twisted me around, and inten¬ 
tionally tripped me” while hand¬ 
cuffing him. 

The lawsuit claims Reid greeted 
Chaney’s protests with more abuse. 

“Deputy Reid responded by 
jamming his knee further in my 
back. One hand was firmly press¬ 
ing my face into the pavement. 
My left arm was pinned under the 
weight of my body. His knee was 
jammed deep into my lower back. 

I kept scraping my fingers along 
the pavement, digging, trying to 
get my arm out from under my 
body and, at the same time, to 


brace myself for the officer’s con¬ 
tinued assaults,” Chaney said. 

The lawsuit claims Chaney 
asked about his rights, but Reid 
said that he could “tell me about 
your rights after I take you to jail.” 
Reid also threatened to turn his 
police dog loose on Chaney, “if 
you don’t shut up,” according to 
the complaint. 

And then another officer al¬ 
legedly produced the small bag 
with the white powder, supposed¬ 
ly from under the hood of 
Chaney’s car. 

“I watched in horror, thinking 
I was going to be framed,” Chaney 
said in a sworn declaration that is 
part of the court pleading. “I 
heard laughter and frivolous chat¬ 
ter. I slumped over in my seat - 
still crying - and blacked out.” 

‘They were lies’ 

When Chaney regained con¬ 
sciousness, he was transported to 
the hospital - as Reid allegedly 
proclaimed, “We’ve got one. You 
guys better put on your rubber 
gloves; this one’s probably got 
HIV,” the lawsuit exhibit alleges. 

At the hospital, Chaney says 
that Reid began to change his tune 
after hearing that Chaney was di¬ 
agnosed as a “borderline stroke 
patient” after suffering heart 
rhythm disturbances. 

“Deputy Reid seemed suspi¬ 
ciously less hostile,” and said he 
was going to read Chaney his 
right to be silent, then cite him for 
“resisting arrest, disobeying an 
order, a parking violation, and 
driving without a license,” he said. 

“These were lies - I knew it 
and Deputy Reid knew it. Deputy 
Reid had written this citation, and 
a fabricated arrest report as well, 
in an attempt to justify his unfair 
and unnecessary assault and to 
protect himself in the event I re¬ 
covered and sought recourse for 
his actions.” 

The white powdery substance 
was never mentioned again. 

The San Mateo County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office later 
dropped all charges against Reid 
except “failure to obey an order,” 
to which he pleaded guilty and 
paid a fine of $500 - to escape the 
prospect of mandatory jail time if 
he lost a trial, he said. 

Chaney says he suffers from 
post-traumatic stress because of the 
incident and still has nightmares. 

“I was the victim of a man 
with a badge and a gun who de¬ 
liberately beat me, then threw me 
into the worst depression, guilt, 
and fear I have ever known,” he 
said. 

“I continue to feel violated.”

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‘Act Up/SF’ goes to trial

T hree members of the contro¬ 
versial AIDS activist organi¬ 
zation ACT UP/San Francis¬ 
co have pleaded not guilty to mis¬ 
demeanor criminal charges of as¬ 
sault, stemming from an August 1 
incident at Davies Medical Center. 

Defendants Michael Belle- 
fountaine, David Pasquarelli, and 
Todd Swindell entered the pleas 
before Municipal Court Judge 
Wallace P. Douglass on Tuesday, 
September 3 and declined to 
waive their rights to a speedy trial. 

Bellefountaine, who was re¬ 
cently diagnosed with AIDS-relat¬ 
ed lymphoma, was additionally 
charged with misdemeanor as¬ 
sault on a police officer. 

Douglass declined a motion 
for a “stay-away order” against the 
trio sought by Davies Medical 
Center security guard John Reed, 
after attorney Mark Vermeulen 
objected on the grounds that it 
would deny his client, Pasquarelli, 
the opportunity to receive prima¬ 
ry medical care at the site for HIV. 

Vermeulen was appointed by 
the court to represent Pasquarel¬ 
li. Well-known civil rights attor¬ 
ney Bobbie Stein was appointed 
by the court to represent Belle¬ 
fountaine, and Assistant Public 
Defender Nancy Roser represents 
Swindell. 

San Francisco District Attor¬ 
ney Terence Hallinan charged the 
activists after several local com¬ 
munity organizations complained 
about the group, said DA investi¬ 
gator Dennis Collins, who staffs 
Hallinan’s neighborhood out¬ 
reach program. 

“There’s a very clear line be¬ 
tween political protest and out¬ 
right thuggery,” Colllins said. “We 
took a long hard look at the inci¬ 
dent report in this case and deter¬ 
mined that because there was an 
assault against a security officer, 
and because police were sum¬ 
moned, we would charge the case.” 

Spitting as a ‘tactic 1 

The activists were cited for tak¬ 
ing over the medical center’s 
emergency room as an impromp¬ 
tu site for a DNCB treatment and 
support group. 

Members of the group told the 
Bay Area Reporter they were 
protesting Davies’ abrupt cancel¬ 
lation of their use of The Gazebo, 
a community meeting space re¬ 
served for HIV-positive commu¬ 
nity groups and patients. 

Davies Medical Center presi¬ 
dent Greg Monardo said in a press

statement that the group’s “vio¬ 
lent protest” was in retaliation for 
banning them from the space - 
and ACT UP/San Francisco had 
been notified in advance that the 
use of the site was canceled. 

That incident was followed by 
a confrontation at the August 20 
San Francisco Health Commis¬ 
sion meeting, when members of 
the group jumped on the com¬ 
missioners’ curved conference 
table, unfurled a banner, and 
chanted protest slogans opposing 
the use of protease inhibitors and 
nucleoside analog antivirals. 

As they were leaving the site, 
Bellefountaine spit on AIDS offi¬ 
cer staffer Marcy Fraser RN, who 
subsequently filed a police report 
about the incident. 

Bellefountaine justified the ac¬ 
tion as an appropriate political 
“humiliation tactic.” 

“It’s a tactic which evens the 
playing field of power. Average 
everyday San Franciscans with 
HIV have no level of input with 
the AIDS office,” he said. “A small 
group of people living in an ivory 
tower tell HIV-infected people 
what’s going to happen.” 

Whatever the justification, 
spitting on someone remains a 
form of unwanted touching - and 
is a violent action against a per¬ 
son, according to DA spokesman 
John Shanley. 

“It’s a form of battery,” Shan¬ 
ley said, “and if the person doing 
the spitting has AIDS it can tech¬ 
nically be charged as battery with 
a deadly weapon.” 

Bellefountaine said the Health 
Department protest was held to 
protest its support for AZT and 
for Direct Observational Therapy. 

The DOT approach is a public 
health approach to treatment of 
curable diseases such as tubercu¬ 
losis, and involves mandatory 
medical treatment, contact trac¬ 
ing, and other forms of medical 
monitoring and epidemiologic 
surveillance of communicable

Snubbed by other 
ACT UPs, PWAs 

ACT UP/San Francisco has 
been criticized by other AIDS ac¬ 
tivists for its tactics, and several 
AIDS chapters around the coun¬ 
try including San Francisco’s ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, ACT UP/DC, 
and ACT UP/New York have dis¬ 
tanced themselves from the chap¬ 
ter and questioned its right to use 
the ACT UP name. 

Following an earlier disrup¬ 
tion of a public meeting about 
AIDS treatments at Davies last 
March, Project Inform Program 
Services Director Ben Collins co¬ 
ordinated an April meeting on be¬ 
half of a group of HIV-positive 
individuals to “discuss ... [ACT 
UP/San Francisco’s] escalating at¬ 
tacks on the AIDS community.” 

Both Chief of Police Fred Lau 
and District Attorney Terence 
Hallinan, members of the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors, 
the mayor’s office, and other pub¬ 
lic officials were invited to the 
community meeting to discuss 
strategies for responding to the 
activist group’s efforts “to keep 
HIV-positive people from access¬ 
ing treatment information they 
need to make decisions about 
their health care.” 

According to Collins, “almost 
every person who was invited to 
the meeting” attended or sent a 
representative, although he ac¬ 
knowledged that working mem¬ 
bers of the press and members of 
ACT UP/San Francisco were not 
invited to the closed meeting. ▼

New E Bay AIDS hotline needs volunteers

olunteers are needed for a 
new 24-hour, seven-day-a- 
week HIV/AIDS hotline 
that the Genard AIDS Foundation 
is launching to serve residents in 
Contra Costa County. The pro¬ 
gram is expected to begin Octo¬ 
ber 1, according to Ronald Som¬ 
mer, executive director of_the 
foundation. 

All volunteers will be trained to 
handle calls from people who need 
information about HIV/AIDS. 
They will give information about 
test sites, recently developed treat¬ 
ment options, support groups, 
home assistance, benefits, and a va¬ 
riety of other topics, according to 
Sommer. Referrals will also be 


made to other appropriate agen¬ 
cies in the county. 

“Most importantly, they [vol¬ 
unteers] will be there to comfort 
in the middle of the night, when 
people wake up scared or con¬ 
cerned about either their own di¬ 
agnosis or the diagnosis of some¬ 
one they love,” Sommer said. 

All volunteers will be required 
to attend an intensive two-day 
training session, the next of 
which will be September 28 and 
29. 

“The level of cooperation by 


other AIDS serving agencies in 
developing these training pro¬ 
grams is exemplary,” Sommer 
said. 

He specifically mentioned 
Nancy Hoganson of Kaiser Per- 
manente and the Diablo Valley 
AIDS Center for coordinating the 
training program.

s part of an ongoing effort

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Bridge and tunnelvision 


Y ou’re never fully dressed without a 
simile ... and it seems the intoxicat¬ 
ing metaphor on every candidate’s 
pulse points this year is A Bridge To Far. 
Whether to far distant past or far distant fu¬ 
ture, the president and that other guy are 
lurking around every other corner trying to 
sell their bridges to the American people. 

Which is probably a good thing: it’s 
probably safer to have them slinging around 
hoary old chestnuts than innuendo, Willie 
Horton, and the merits of the pledge of al¬ 
legiance. But it still isn’t substance. 

And it makes us wonder: is all this 
bridgework necessary, how much is it going to 
cost, and how much is it going to hurt? 

Ironically, as the metaphorical bridges 
are still in their premature erection phases, 
one of San Francisco’s more valued bridges 
of the steel-and-concrete variety is coming 
down. With the closure of the Central Free¬ 
way, traffic is (for the benefit of people read¬ 
ing this elsewhere) worse than ever, and get¬ 
ting worse. We point this out because it’s a 
perfect object lesson: that’s what happens 
when the government destroys necessary 
bridges - like public assistance programs 
dating back to FDR, for instance. That 
move, recently accomplished with the aid of 
both Bob “Past War Hero” Dole and Bill 
“Future War Hero” Clinton, will send a lot 
more traffic out on the streets than the re¬ 
moval of a few miles of freeway, with the 
difference that most of that new traffic will 
be using Safeway’s shopping carts to get 
around instead of cars. 

Some argue that America’s welfare sys¬ 
tem, like the Central Freeway, had to be de¬ 
stroyed to be fixed. The problem is that the 
freeway planners have a clear idea of their 
means and ends - we aren’t arguing that they 
are particularly sophisticated, but they exist - 
unlike the architects of welfare reform. 

(Imagine for a moment if CalTrans did 
things the way welfare reformers do, and 
decided to cut highway maintenance costs 
by placing a five-year limit on your driving. 
Absurd? Intolerable? Infuriating? Yes. Now 


imagine being a hungry 13-year-old and 
finding out such a restriction has been 
placed upon your food. And your allotment 
has run out.) 

This may not be what most B.A.R. read¬ 
ers think of as a gay issue, but it should be 
an issue of concern for everyone. If 
there’s one thing Reagan’s presiden- * 

cy taught us, it’s that no one truly 
escapes the effects of so many fel- 
low citizens in a downward spiral. 

The begging. The robberies. ^ 

The fatalities: suicides, homicides, 
psychotic episodes, despairing over¬ 
doses, careless tumbles under buses and 
subway cars, and grisly slow 
starvations on city sidewalks. 

Anyone who says those are not 
coming - just as surely as the 
traffic jams after the freeway 
closing - is deluded. And there’s more: in¬ 
creased drop-out rates. Increased infant 
mortality and birth defect rates. Decreased 



productivity. Decreased property values. 
And a decreased quality of life for every per¬ 
son, whether maneuvering across a bridge 
or shivering with disease beneath it. 

Now the destruction of the Affirmative Ac¬ 
tion Bridge seems imminent, with the Medic¬ 
aid Bridge and Medicare Bridge to follow, and 
we wonder what’s next - Ryan White? - 
and can’t imagine why anyone should 
even bother to build any damn bridges, 
if we can’t have any faith that they’ll be 
there whence need them. 

And so as the talk of bridge-building 
increases, so does our impatience with the 
wholesale destruction of current infra- 
^ structure. Lets face it: a bridge to a 
past is a bridge to a future by defi¬ 
nition, and the candidates are both 
talking about the same thing. Or 
rather, refusing to talk about the 
same things. And that’s the problem. 

Ask not for whom their bridges toll. 
They toll for thee. ▼ 
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Barney’s lesson for 
today: pragmatism 


Remarks by Massachusetts 
Congressman Barney Frank, 
delivered at the Democratic 
Convention August 28,1996 


F or speakers at this convention or any 
other, the specter of audience inat¬ 
tention is always lurking, so I’m going 
to begin with a couple of attention-getters. 

I’ve got a shocking confession and a pro¬ 
found apology. 

I confess I’m a liberal who thinks win¬ 
ning elections is not only nice, but essential 
for carrying out the public policy goals that 
I believe in. And I apologize, I apologize to 
those who are disappointed that I’m trying 
to be rational about the best course of po¬ 
litical action to advance those goals. I know 
it would be much more interesting for them 
to do stories about temper tantrums, food 
fights, and emotional outbursts. 

I believe that the sweeping technological 
changes going on in our society and the in¬ 
creasing economic globalization that drive 
and is driven by those changes has two as¬ 
pects. These trends promise significant in¬ 
creases in the world’s ability to produce. But 
they threaten to do this in a way that will ex¬ 
acerbate unfairness, create serious instabili¬ 
ty in the lives of many Americans, and dam¬ 
age the economic prospects of many more. 

I also believe that while we have made 
significant progress in our society, in con¬ 
fronting the prejudices that have blighted 
the lives of so many, discrimination against 
African-Americans, against lesbians and gay 
men, against people of Asian or Hispanic 
background, continues to prevent many cit¬ 
izens from fully participating in the life of 


our society. So our job as Democrats, espe¬ 
cially those of us who proudly carry on the 
liberal tradition of Roosevelt, Truman, 
Kennedy, and Humphrey, is to approach the 
fundamental economic changes that both 
threaten and promise us in the spirit of 
Franklin Roosevelt. 

To recognize that a vigorous, ade¬ 
quately funded public sector is not a 
threat to a growing and thriving pri¬ 
vate sector, but a very important 
partner for it. 

This means that we insist that 
increased international economic 
cooperation includes firm efforts 
to raise environmental 
standards in our trading 
partners, end child labor 
and protect workers’ 
rights throughout the 
world so American businesses and workers 
are not forced to compete with those who 
exploit children and spoil the air and water 
so as to produce goods more cheaply. 

It means more, not fewer, public re¬ 
sources put into increasing the effectiveness 
and the fairness of the educational system 
so a child’s parentage is no obstacle to get¬ 
ting the education needed for tomorrow’s 
economy, and it means not cutting any 
child off from some form of public assis¬ 
tance until we can be sure that her parent 
will find a job somewhere in the economy 
that may not now have a place for her. 

It means preserving affirmative action to 
deal with racial, sex, and ethnic prejudice, 
and it means a strong Federal law that says 
that gay men and lesbians who work hard 
cannot be fired because someone dislikes 
their sexual orientation. 


How can people who agree with me on 
this agenda best move it forward in No¬ 
vember? We can search for candidates who 
agree with us in every item: we could de¬ 
nounce every elected of official who has 
ever differed with us or compromised in 
trying to advance these goals; we could 
righteously refuse to support anyone who 
isn’t perfect, or we could get real. 

We could do as I and other committed 
liberals at this Convention and 
elsewhere will do, support Bill 
^ " Clinton and Democratic candi¬ 

dates for Congress who are our 
best, indeed our only, hope of 
moving forward on these 
goals. 

And we will keep power 
out of the hands of a Re¬ 
publican Party that is 
under the domination of ideologues who 
think it all started to go wrong with FDR, 
who seek to dismantle efforts to provide ed¬ 
ucational opportunity, who would encour¬ 
age our foreign trading partners to bring 
down their own environmental standards 
and rules for worker protection, who would 
cut back on efforts to provide medical care 
for those who increasingly will not find it in 
the private sector, and who would provide a 
free hand to the exercise of prejudice based 
on race and gender and sexual orientation. 

We do not want to see an atmosphere in 
which the rules are set primarily to ease the 
way of the wealthiest five percent of society 
in the hopes that they will some day be kind 
to the rest of us. The way to prevent that is 
to vote to re-elect Bill Clinton [and] return 
to power a Democratic Congress commit¬

One sentence on AIDS is not enough 

This June, we sadly marked the fifteenth anniver¬ 
sary of the AIDS epidemic. More than 300,000 of our 
loved ones have died and more continue to die at an 
alarming rate. And, unfortunately, the death toll of 
AIDS does not even begin to reflect the real impact 
of AIDS on America - millions of American families 
are devastated by their losses. 

The next president of the United States has an 
obligation and a duty to honor our dead and to re¬ 
spond to the needs of the living by providing leader¬ 
ship and adequate resources to the battle against 
AIDS. 

Thankfully, there is hope today in the promise of 
new treatments that are keeping many people alive 
and restoring their vitality and health. A vigorous re¬ 
search agenda must continue until all the answers are 
found; until science disarms this virus so that it kills 
no one. 

In the meantime, the next administration and our 
representatives in Congress must ensure every man, 
woman, and child living with HIV and AIDS has a 
place to live and adequate healthcare services includ¬ 
ing full access to all available treatments. After all, tak¬ 
ing care of our own is what family values are all 
about. 

Finally, we must redouble our efforts in HIV edu¬ 
cation and prevention so that young men and women 
have the information and support they need to keep 
them safe from HIV. 

The GOP platform is silent on all of the vital is¬ 
sues of importance in our nation’s response to AIDS. 
One line reaffirming the call for a cure is not enough. 
Not a word about leadership. Not a word about re¬ 
sources. Not a word about a coordinated response to 
AIDS. One word about prevention: chastity. 

Instead the GOP sidelines its commitment to 
AIDS by omitting AIDS from their laundry list of dis¬ 
eases which merit additional resources, a narrow list 
of diseases that they suggest affect the lives of most 
American families. But not a mention of AIDS, de¬ 
spite the fact that AIDS is the leading cause of death 
among young Americans age 25 to 44. 

As a mother of a teenager who has no memory of 
a time without AIDS, I join other mothers in a call 
for national leadership to rid the nation and the 
world of this terrible scourge. However loud our voic¬ 
es, we cannot protect our sons and daughters alone. 

Unwavering, unequivocal commitment and lead¬ 
ership from the next president of the United States 
are required if we are to win the battle against AIDS 
- to provide anything less is guaranteeing the loss of 
yet another generation of Americans. 

We cannot, we will not stand for that.

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Circuit of disrespect 

Men who grew up being whipped by their fathers 
for not being masculine, being slapped by their moth¬ 
ers for playing with their sisters’ Barbie dolls, being 
taunted by kids in junior high and high school be¬ 
cause they were not athletic enough, being strangled 
at college by endless fetishes of straight culture, are 
men who come out of the closet before they have re¬ 
solved most of their self-esteem struggles. 

And the circuit culture we are all forced to enter at 
some point is a right of passage that permanently scars 
us. Most young gay men who take their first step into 
a bar expect the same thing I expected, at 20: to find a 
long-term intimate partner. Instead, we find objectifi¬ 
cation, commodification, and enforced conformity. If 
you’re good-looking, you’re fresh meat. If you’re not 
clued in to the latest trends in gay iconography, you’re 
a geek. If you’re not fashionable, you’re a nerd. If you’re 
not gym-toned, you’re ignored. You learn quickly that 
you must follow the rules to fit in. You must shop, lift 
weights, and go out and drink a lot. 

You may ask yourself, “Isn’t this the kind of hell I 
waited all my adolescence to escape?” But you rapid¬ 
ly put all such questions aside. These values may be 
antithetical to your own, but since your values never 
saved you from being stung by the heterosexual 
world, and your values don’t fit with the urban gay 
bar culture, and you need to belong somewhere, you 
discard your values and adopt the new values, in 
order to survive. 

But unless we are able to face up to the issues that 
haunt us, and to the call of adult responsibility, we 
will drown our fears in alcohol, close our hearts, treat 
the like-souled men around us like scum, live in a per¬ 
petual adolescence in which promiscuity and petu¬ 
lance are viewed as entitlements, and, when we are 35 
and burned out from the caustic speedway that is the 
circuit culture, place advertisements yearning for 
“psychologically stable” men who do not exist with 
whom to develop an “LTR” that cannot exist. 

It is against this backdrop that a culture develops 
that, despite valiant pockets of resistance, is based in 
large measure on nothing lasting, nothing perma¬ 
nent, but on the immediate, the transitory, on fear, 
hatred, shame, and abuse: the very things we were 
supposed to be challenging. We will insist to anyone 
who will listen that we are proud, vibrant, thriving, 
while behind our backs we are stomping each other 
into the asphalt, shunning those of us who do not 
conform or who are in poverty or in sickness, and en¬ 
suring that our culture dies. In so doing we are giving 
plenty of unsolicited ammunition to the fearmongers 
looking for any shred of evidence that not only is ho¬ 
mosexuality an individual “phase,” but a collective 
“phase” as well: a burst of puerile abandon that fiz¬ 
zles out as quickly as it explodes. A blip on the social 
screen. An aberration in the historical record. A flea 
on the back of posterity. 

My belief is this: Our forum of disrespect has car¬ 
ried us so far from the goal of being an alternative to 
the world that spit on us as children that we are now, 
in many ways, worse than that world. We are spitting 
on each other so happily that we are near the point 
when all that is left for the homophobes to do is sit in 
their box seats and smile as we destroy each other. 
They will not need to lift a finger. 

I give thanks that we are, as Paul Monette mar¬ 
veled in an address at the Library of Congress in 1993, 
the freest gays and lesbians in the world. As he put it, 
that is no small realization “in a country where peo¬ 
ple murder us at will and pass slavery laws against us.” 
I walk up Castro Street on a warm Sunday afternoon 
and see men holding hands, in couples, unashamed¬ 
ly showing their love for each other to anyone with 
eyes. It can be a beautiful sight, and even after all this 
time, surprising, earth-shattering. An act of love has 
never been so political. 

All that powerful energy does not need to be saved 
just for Mr. Right. It can do so much more. I just wish 
that we showed as much love each to each other, out 
of the view of the rest of the world, as we display 
when we take our postprandial walks with the cur¬ 
rent boyfriend, to the tacky camera-carrying straight 
tourists and the salivating “competition.” It is easy to 
parade with your latest conquest hand in hand, mak¬ 
ing the silent assertion, “I defy the world.” 

But it is not so easy to see that same conquest by 
himself six months later in the Cafe, when you are 
with the next Mr. Right, and to walk up to Mr. Ex- 
Right and ask him how he is, not necessarily caring 
what Mr. Right Now thinks of you for doing it. It is 
not so easy to treat someone who cruises you but to 
whom you are not attracted like a fellow human 
being; to smile back at someone who smiles at you on 
the street or in a bar without imputing any sexual 
motive to it; to say “Let’s be friends” (and mean it) to 
somebody you’ve dated but no longer want to date. 
Then you are not just defying the amorphous, gener¬ 
alized world; you are defying your own kind, and that 
hits home. You are living up to the true meaning of 
what it is to be gay and queer: “I am the living mind,” 
as Adrienne Rich writes to the straight world, “you 
fail to describe in your dead language.”

Rude to heteros 

I’m writing this letter to make you aware of a dis¬ 
turbing incident I witnessed at The Cafe on Sunday, 
August 11th at about 7:30 p.m., and share with you 
my perspective as a queer male. A group of my friends 
(3 men, one woman), who all work in the Castro 
neighborhood, went to the back bar for a round of 
drinks. One man and one woman in our group were 
kissing. As I attempted to order a drink from the bar¬ 
tender, I was told to step aside as she pulled the man 
and woman over, told them they were in a gay bar, 
they were being disrespectful of others, and ordered 
them to leave immediately. When I explained that my 
friend and I were with these two, she called upon a 
guard who promptly and rudely kicked the four of us 
out. No questions were asked, no discussion, nothing. 

At best her actions were ignorant. At worst, they 
were downright dangerous. If it is acceptable for this 
bartender to not serve two people kissing because of 
their gender, then what happens if she decides to be 
irritated by two men? Two women? What happens 
when she decides she doesn’t want to serve two peo¬ 
ple because of the color of their skin? 

The day after, I spoke with an assistant manager 
about the incident, and attempted to talk to the head 
manager about it, with no success. I did leave an ad¬ 
dress, and phone number, hoping for a resolution of 
some sort. Two weeks later, I’ve received nothing. 

This suggests to me that this bartender’s actions 
are accepted and validated by the management’s poli¬ 
cies. If in fact it is the management’s intention to dis¬ 
criminate against heteros, then all patrons should be 
informed of this before they walk in the door. If not, 
then I believe Morgan and his staff owe our commu¬ 
nity an immediate explanation for this bartender’s 
questionable behavior. Until then, I know my friends 
and I will refrain from giving any more business to 
such a prejudiced establishment.

N ow that both the carefully 
scripted GOP and Democ¬ 
ratic conventions are a 
thing of the past, let’s take a short 
look at the differences between 
the two major parties as reflected 
in their respective platforms. 

Abortion: The GOP adopted a 
platform that not only opposes 
any form of abortion, but would 
also call for an amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution that would for¬ 
ever outlaw the practice, without 
exception. The Republicans fur¬ 
ther propose revoking federal 
grants to any organization that 
advocates abortion. The Democ¬ 
ratic platform supports abortion 
rights, stating that “abortions 
should be safe, legal, and rare.” 
President Bill Clinton vetoed the 
congressional ban on controver¬ 
sial late-term “partial-birth 
abortions.” 

Gay rights: The Re¬ 
publicans oppose ex¬ 
tending anti-discrimina¬ 
tion laws to cover gays. 

The GOP endorses 
federal legislation 
saying that states 
need not rec¬ 
ognize same- 
sex marriages, 
and the na¬ 
tional GOP says that homosexu¬ 
ality is incompatible with military 
service. The Democratic Party 
openly embraces gay rights and, 
for the most part, supports fur¬ 
ther gay rights, ensuring that dis¬ 
crimination in the workplace, 
public service and other areas is 
discontinued. 

Clinton" has personally upset 
many gay and lesbian supporters 
by endorsing federal legislation to 
ban same-sex marriage, but has 
appointed openly gay people to 
numerous senior administration 
and White House posts. Clinton 
ran in 1992 on permitting openly 
gay people to serve in the military, 
but under pressure scaled back to 
the much criticized “Don’t ask, 
Don’t tell” policy. 

Despite widespread disap¬ 
pointment within the nation’s gay 
and lesbian community over 
Clinton, he was the only presi¬ 
dential nominee to mention the 
word “gay” and address, albeit 
briefly, the “AIDS issue” during his 
acceptance speech. He’s expected 
to pull the majority of the power¬ 
ful gay and lesbian vote in No¬ 
vember. 

Gun control: The Republican 
platform openly pledges to “de¬ 
fend the constitutional right for 
all to keep and bear arms.” The 
Democrats strongly support gun 
control. President Clinton signed 
into law the Brady Bill, imposing a 
waiting period on the purchase of 
handguns, and promoted the ban 
on assault weapons, which was 
signed into law. 

Taxes: While Bob Dole, 
through most of his Washington 
political career, has proposed 
“balancing the budget” above al¬ 
most all other issues, the GOP 
platform calls for an across-the- 
board 15 percent reduction in 
marginal tax rates, a $500 per 
child family tax credit, and legis¬ 
lation requiring a “super-majority 
vote in both houses” to raise taxes. 
This, plus a promise to balance 
the budget at the same time. 

In fact, it was only several 
months ago when publishing 
magnate Steve Forbes was pro¬ 
moting a similar tax agenda that 
none other than Bob Dole was 
“pooh-poohing and poking fun at 


the suggestion.” During the 1988 
campaign, current veep nominee 
Jack Kemp said, “Bob 
Dole has never met a 
tax hike he didn’t like.” 
To help balance the 
budget by 2002, Pres¬ 
ident Clinton pro¬ 
poses cutting $124 
billion from Medicare 
and blasts the 
more harsh 
GOP scheme 
on that issue. 
Clinton’s 1993 
deficit-reduction plan made a 
greater portion of Social Security 
benefits taxable for wealthier, 
high-income recipients. 

According to the Democratic 
platform, Clinton believes the na¬ 
tional budget can be balanced 
within eight years, and his advi¬ 
sors warn that the Dole tax plan 
' would destroy any real chance of 
balancing the budget for decades 
to come. In addition to the few is¬ 
sues outlined here, the Republi¬ 
cans and Democrats also disagree 
on how to best handle crime, ed¬ 
ucation, foreign/military affairs, 
immigration, the judiciary, trade, 
and affirmative action. More de¬ 
tails on these difference in future 
columns. 

Politics and partying 

In Chicago last week, it was in¬ 
deed party, party, party. You had 
to know God (or at least Ted 
Kennedy) to get invited to John 
F. Kennedy Jr.’s lavish invita¬ 
tion-only, soiree-of-the-week 
bash for his George magazine. The 
Democrats, according to grateful 
bartenders, waiters and hotel 
managers in the Windy City, def¬ 
initely like to imbibe and make 
merry more than their Republi¬ 
can counterparts. 

Speaking of the Kennedy clan, 
they were in full force in Chicago 
and all over the convention dais 
Wednesday night, with patriarch 
Ted Kennedy in fine form and fir¬ 
ing up the delegates just like old 
times. One delegate told me he re¬ 
members meeting at least “six of 
them,” surely proof that the 
Kennedy dynasty will be around 
for a long while to come. 

Our own Mayor Willie Brown 
was definitely a “star” at the 
Chicago show, with press aides re¬ 
portedly scrambling to get him on 
every media outlet possible, plus 
the California “Da Mayor” caps 
were a crowd fave. One of the big 
rumors to come out of the con¬ 
vention is that if Bill Clinton is re¬ 
elected, Mayor Brown might be 
offered the late Ron Brown’s job 
as Secretary of Commerce. Sacra¬ 
mento, San Francisco - I mean, 
what’s left? Washington, of course, 
and then Willie and Dianne Fe- 
instein could do lunch once in a 


while and mend their fences. Un¬ 
less, of course, Dianne winds up 
being our governor in the not- 
too-distant future - a prospect 
that won’t brighten Gray Davis’s 
day. 

Reform Party presidential 
nominee Ross Perot will address 
SF’s Commonwealth Club Sep¬ 
tember 18 at the Hilton Hotel. 
Call 597-6705 for info. Perot is 
still looking for a running mate, 
so one favorable impression and 
you might have a new job - at 
least for the next couple of 
months. 

Guess who is billed as the 
“Headline Speaker” at the up¬ 
coming (September 24 at the Atri¬ 
um Restaurant) SF Log Cabin 
Club’s annual dinner? None other 
than our own Independent state 
Senator Quentin Kopp. Now, I’ve 
been hearing that the soon to be 
termed-out senator is considering 
a race for state attorney general. I 
only wonder which party’s ticket 
he will deign to grace. 

Now there are nine (with a 
couple more expected after the 
November election) women cur¬ 
rently serving in the U.S. Senate. 
That’s quite a change - and a long 
overdue one at that! Before Janu¬ 
ary of last year, only 15 women 
had ever served in the Senate in 
the entire history of that body, 
and never more than two at one 
time.

I’m not up on whether the ru¬ 
mors of her lesbianism have been 
confirmed, but there was quite 
the fanfare of female screams at 
her ascent to the stage. 

I like Tracy Chapman. She 
writes with passion and keen de¬ 
tail on matters from the person¬ 
al to the fate of groups of people, 
and sings with soul. She had my 
friend Judy and me speculating 
whether she was what “women’s 
music” could have been. We 
meant, of course, what women’s 
music could have been had it not 
been rendered “safe” - and there¬ 
fore tame - by a number of ex¬ 
tremely faint-hearted political 
concerns. 

One of these was the identifi¬ 
cation of rock ’n’ roll with male 
energy (horrors!). It was inap¬ 
propriate to play hot and sweaty 
with a lot of body English, or to 
have electric guitar or drums 
stand out in the mix. Another 
was making sure that none but a 
few favored stars stood out too 
much. That might discourage 
women from believing any 
woman, regardless of experience, 
could make music as good as any 
other woman’s. I had one of 
those “end of innocence” experi¬ 
ences when I realized too much 
“women’s music” was mellow 
and unchallenging enough for 
my mother, the L-L-Lawrence 
Welk lover. 

Tracy Chapman, though she 
started out in that painfully 
earnest solo-woman-with-guitar 
format, has loosened up to play it 
with feeling. For most of this 
concert, she had a five-piece 
band behind her with (finally, 
thank you) a woman on lead gui¬ 



tar (and a femme babe - Kiki 
Epson - playing Hammond B3 
organ. Life is good). 

And, fortunately, Tracy got a 
moment I’d dreaded over with 
on her first song. I’d been hear¬ 
ing the title track of her new 
album, New Beginning, on 
KFOG. It’s great musically, but 
I’ve found the words somewhat, 
well, naive. As long as we’re 
on our ’70s survivor theme 
here, I’ve got to say some¬ 
thing about the notion that 
a new society, civilization, 
whatever can effectively be 
designed from scratch. 

Brave new world 

“The whole 
world’s broke, it 
ain’t worth 
fixing. We 
gotta start all 
over, make 
new symbols, make new signs, 
make a new language.” Like that 
worked in the ’70s. Anyone else 
here remember Lesbian Nation? 
I believed in it. We did new 
things, and we changed society to 
a measurable extent, just as some 
of us were doing as hippies. 

But remember what hap¬ 
pened when women insisted we 
“start all over” with “new sym¬ 
bols, new language?” That “new 
beginning,” that “new language” 
had to be absolutely pure, free of 
“male-identified” thinking. Love 
and passion were suspect; 
women were supposed to couple 
up by design, after rigorous self- 
criticism, only with a woman 
who’d passed the same ideologi¬ 
cal testing of thought and ap¬ 
pearance. In some circles, if you 
didn’t walk around looking 
angry, you and your level of rage 
at the patriarchy would fall under 
suspicion. 

Yes, I sat there in Berkeley 
hearing these lyrics and thought 
of Mary Daly, her “new lan¬ 
guage,” and the terrifying specter 
of dyke separatists and other PC 
know-it-alls having the power to 


remodel the entire world. Even if 
I didn’t turn out to be one of the 
first put up against the wall and 
shot, my kinky sexuality - and 
my insisting upon choosing with 
whom I’d “share” - would land 
me in trouble fast. 

There’s another reason I be¬ 
lieve we must work with what 
we’ve got: the economics. Can a 
planned economy whose 
ideology vilifies non-col- 
lectivists as greedy, and 
confiscates their assets 
for “sharing,” sustain a 
gross national product suf¬ 
ficient to keep the state 
sugar tit funded? Can 
political activists sus¬ 
tain the enterprises 
they national¬ 
ize? The New 
Soviet Man 
couldn’t. 

Two nations 
that made a new beginning by re¬ 
distributing land and jobs - Mex¬ 
ico and China - now have such 
terrible standards of living that 
they “share” their impoverished 
population with us. For redistrib¬ 
ution that failed, the remedy is 
more redistribution, out of more 
people’s pockets? 

More likely, the solution is a 
stable population with sustain¬ 
able local agriculture to feed it, a 
safety net that eases the rough 
spots but doesn’t let anyone settle 
into welfare dependency, good 
education, and incentives for in¬ 
dividuals to increase that GNP 
through their own efforts. This 1 
last presupposes the ability to 
keep the lion’s share of one’s own 
productivity. 

Critical mass for societal re¬ 
design won’t happen if the 
women who create more pros¬ 
perity find their only role in the 
“new beginning” that of cash 
cow. They simply won’t partici¬ 
pate - leaving the ideologues to 
fume, cry foul, and find a spot in 
the back-of-car clutter for anoth¬ 
er “Mean People Suck” bumper 
sticker. ▼

No, Donovan jumps to his 
feet. It’s never over ’til it’s over. 

Welcome to Professional 
Wrestling, local style. 

As a member of the Golden 
Gate Wrestling Club, I’m often 
forced to explain to people the 
difference between what I used to 
call “real” and “fake” wrestling - in 
other words amateur (freestyle, 
Greco, etc.) wrestling and “Profes¬ 
sional Wrestling.” 

The great misconception, and 
one I held for many years, was 
that amateur wrestling, that of 
high school, college, and Olympic 
athletes, requires more athletic 
skill than its Vaudevillian relative. 
Professional Wrestling has long 
been the realm of WWF’s Hulk 
Hogan and his tights-wearing co¬ 
horts and wannabes, obnoxious 
characters who never grasp the 
technology of a microphone (no 
need to shout, guys). Such antics 
balance a tight wire between 
macho homophobia (pink tights- 
wearing opponents getting clob¬ 
bered) and blatant homoeroti¬ 
cism (the frequent de-pantsing of 
Ravishing Rick Rude). The sight 
of any two guys rolling around on 
a mat, sticking their faces in each 
other’s crotches and generally 
strutting around in bikinis or 
tights needs no subtextual analy¬ 
sis. Whether the guys are huge 
hulks or springy sprites, if they’re 
your type, it’s exciting fun. 

For those who desire more 
than the occasional cable TV 
camp and want to see the thing it¬ 
self, they need wait no more. In 
the midst of a small and eerily va¬ 
cant industrial park somewhere in 
the outlands of Hayward, Profes¬ 
sional Wrestling has found a 
home. Not only is it a hoot, it’s 
hot. 

Set in a warehouse that seats 
about 50, Pacific Coast Sports 
monthly presents the All Pro 
Wrestling Gym Wars. Sure the 
matches are staged high-flying 
dances between wacky characters 
who play good and bad guys with 
all the depth of cartoon charac¬ 
ters. The wrestlers fly like the TV 
pros, sometimes out of the ring 
and into your lap. This is not vir¬ 
tual reality, but 3-D reality. I 
somehow managed to be a buffer 
for some of the cutest of the 
bunch as they spilled out from the 
ring, each guy leaving a lovely 
trace of souvenir sweat. 

A favorite at the August 3 
match was stunning Erin “The 
Leprechaun” O’Grady, a com¬ 
pact muscle pup who enters 
sporting full Irish gear: green 
coat, tights, bowler and a pot-o- 
gold full of gold-colored foil 
chocolate coins, which he tossed 
to the adoring crowd. They were 
magically delicious, as would be 
Erin, I’m sure, if I could get him 
in the ring. I recall the moment of 
absolute silence when O’Grady 
took off his jacket, revealing a 
torso of utter perfection. All eyes 
scoped the gorgeous one. For that 
moment, I believe everyone in 
that room believed in lep¬ 
rechauns. Oh yes, Erin’s costume 


also includes, at the heel of each 
shoe, a tiny rainbow. 

O’Grady continued to fly 
about in a spirited manner, even¬ 
tually conquering the behemoth 
Boom Boom Comini. Other 
matches featured barrel¬ 
chested macho men and 
a few muscular speci¬ 
mens, but none matched 
O’Grady in sheer charm, 
lucky that is. 

Another bout featured two 
mask-covered Latino 
gents with gorgeous 
torsos, the Chicano 
Flame and El 
Flamingo. The 
artistry of the face 
masks, combined with the classic 
S/M kink potential they implied, 
made for a visual treat. Their 
match, however, was interrupted 
by a wall of muscle in military 
dress, a.k.a. La Migra. A cartoon 
of Pete Wilson’s anti-Prop 189 
wet dream come true, the muscle 
man Border Cop spewed white 


supremacist vitriol, only to be 
shouted down by the audience. 
He proceeded to trounce the two 
masked muchachos, who will 
hopefully be avenged next time. 

For many years I derided such 
antics as cheesy rip- 
off of a true sport.

I n a vacuum of mainstream 
media coverage about lesbian 
and gay issues at the Democra¬ 
tic National Convention, the Au¬ 
gust 26 San Francisco Examiner 
featured a column by Gwen 
Knapp analyzing the tenuous rela¬ 
tionship between lesbian and gay 
Democratic delegates in Chica¬ 
go and President Clinton, fol¬ 
lowing what she described as 
“the notorious bookends of 
his first term— ‘don’t 
ask, don’t tell’ and the 
Orwellian Defense of 
Marriage Act.” While 
George Stephanopoulos 
actively courted gay 
delegates with rousing

The Pine-Sol Lady shines 

In an August 26 San Francisco 
Chronicle interview promoting her 
new performance piece, Balancing 
Act, Diane Amos - best known as 
the Pine-Sol Lady - spoke about 
growing up in an interracial fam¬ 
ily headed by two lesbian moms. 
The article recounts her experi¬ 
ence in the early 1960s as a young 


African-American girl wholmoved 
with her mothersfrom an Indi¬ 
anapolis ghetto to her alternative 
family in San Francisco with a new 
Jewish lesbian mom and two new 
siblings. 

“To the 38-year-old Amos, her 
story is cut from the wholesome 
cloth of American life. It just hap¬ 
pens to have an unorthodox 
shape,” wrote Chronicle staff writer 
Steven Winn. “‘When you’re a kid, 
you understand love,’ says Amos, 
‘and that’s what I felt when my 
mother got together with Norma. 
Suddenly she was singing and 
cooking again. And my sister and I 
had these two other kids to play 
with.’” 

Winn described the ways in 
which the children could not 
speak of their moms’ relationship 
in public, because it could have 
cost them their jobs, and Amos 
says, “‘Racism broke our family 
up.’ Norma, whose own mother 
never approved of the match, 
moved out six years later.” Since 
then, Amos has gone on to profes¬ 
sional success and a happy [het¬ 


erosexual] marriage. She’s opti¬ 
mistic about the future: “I know 
the parts for a big black woman 
are limited, but I don’t dwell on 
what’s not available. I know the 
texture and color I can lend to a 
part. And I know I’m not going to 
end up as background. That’s just 
not me, and it never has been.”

Military witch hunt 
exposed in Hawaii 

In the September 2 U.S. News 
& World Report, an article called 
“Is the Air Force Asking and 
Telling? Gays Allege a Witch Hunt 
at a Hawaiian Base,” reported on 
the zealousness with which the 
military has recently asked, told 
and pursued gay men at Hickam 
Air Force Base. According to U.S. 
News, the military gave Senior Air¬ 
man Bryan Scott Harris, who is 
facing a long prison term for sex¬ 
ually assaulting another man, a re¬ 
duced sentence provided he turn 
over the names of other military 
members involved in acts of 
sodomy. 

Additionally, the military also 
demanded that Harris identify 
anyone who bought a drink at 
Hula’s Bar and Lei Stand, a Hon¬ 
olulu club with a heavily gay clien¬ 
tele. Again, according to the arti¬ 
cle, military investigators have 
asked Honolulu’s Metropolitan 
Community Church (MCC), 
which ministers to gays and les¬ 
bians, for membership lists and 
records of commitment cere¬ 
monies. Since President Clinton 
ordered the “don’t ask, don’t tell, 
don’t pursue” policy, the article 
suggested that the military has 


stepped up its pursuit of lesbians 
and gays. 

The Servicemembers Legal De¬ 
fense Network, a legal advocacy 
group, have been attempting to 
break this story for months, and 
U.S. News & World Report should 
be commended for a balanced and 
well-researched report that goes 
beyond the coverage seen else¬ 
where in the mainstream media.

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Gulls will be gulls

T here was a minor fanfare in 
the gay press, back in 1977, 
when ecologists George 
Hunt and Molly Warner of the 
University of California, Irvine an¬ 
nounced their discovery of “les¬ 
bian” seagulls. The Channel Is¬ 
lands off the coast of Southern 
California were thick with them, 
they reported - about ten percent 
(that famous fraction!) of the pairs 
in the breeding colonies consisted 
of two females: the birds had sex 
together, set up nest together, and 
raised their young together, just 
like the male-female pairs. (For the 
eggs to be fertile, the lesbian gulls 
also had to copulate with males 
from neighboring nests.) 

It’s hard to tell 
male and female gulls 
apart by their appear¬ 
ance, but it was easy to spot 
the lesbian pairs, because with 
two egg-layers in the family, 
their nests contained more eggs 
- up to six, compared 
with three for a het¬ 
erosexual pair. 

During the late sev¬ 
enties, the gay move¬ 
ment was defending it¬ 
self against attacks from so-called 
Christians like Anita Bryant. Ho¬ 
mosexuality was “against nature,” 
Bryant claimed. But here was bla¬ 
tant same-sex eroticism among 
creatures who were still in a “state 



flat summit, we gathered together 
for an open-air lecture. Some Boy 
Scouts who were camping on the 
island listened in, but they started 
snickering when Hunt got to the 
lesbian part. 

After the lecture, we roamed 
around the is¬ 
land, eagerly 
checking out the 
hundreds of gulls’ nests 
tucked in amongst the ice-plant. 
But it was three eggs... three 
eggs... three eggs... and so it went 
all afternoon. We 
couldn’t find a nest 
with even four eggs - 
let alone five or six. 
(The scenery was 
beautiful, though.) 

So what happened to the les¬ 
bian birds? Well, this is the em¬ 
barrassing part. It turns out that 
the rampant lesbianism among 
the seagulls of the 1970s wasn’t 
quite so “natural” after all. In fact,

was banned, the levels in the ma¬ 
rine environment gradually de¬ 
clined, and the sex ratio among 
the gulls in the breeding colonies 
reverted to 50:50. By the end of 
the 1980s, heterosexual pairing 
had become the rule again. 

The way Hunt and other ecol¬ 
ogists look at it, female-female 
pairing is a natural response of 
seagulls (and some other birds) to 
an imbalance in the sex ratio. 
Such imbalances can occur natu¬ 
rally: for example, newly-founded 
breeding colonies often have an 
excess of females, because the fe¬ 
males are more adventurous, 
while the males like to breed 
wherever they bred the previous 
year. And in these circumstances 
female-female pairing makes 
good sense: two female gulls are 
just as capable of raising young as 
a male-female couple, aside from 
the insemination part. But the 
marked skewing of the sex ratio in 
the Channel Islands during the 
1970s, and the resulting high fre¬ 
quency of lesbian pairs, had more 
to do with human wrongdoing 
that with “nature.” 

There’s a moral in here some¬ 
where, which is that there’s no 
moral to be drawn from what an¬ 
imals do or don’t do. We can find 
animals that are peaceable and al¬ 
truistic, and others that kill their 
own siblings. We can find animals 
that enter into lifelong monoga¬ 
mous relationships, and others 
that are promiscuous, incestuous, 
or polymorphously perverse. 
None of that has much to say 
about what is appropriate or nat¬ 
ural behavior for human beings. 

Having said which, I won’t be 
able to resist writing about the gay 
sheep of Idaho in a future col¬ 
umn. ▼ 


of nature.” Lesbians and gay men 
gloated: one cartoon in a gay paper 
showed Anita Bryant shaking one 
hand angrily at a flock of gulls 
overhead, while wiping something 
out of her eye with the other. 

This May, Hunt led a group of 
gays and lesbians, including my¬ 
self, on a tour of Anacapa Island, 
an hour’s boat ride from Oxnard 
harbor, north of Los Angeles. 
After disembarking and clamber¬ 
ing up the steep cliff to the island’s 


it had a lot to do with the millions 
of pounds of pesticides, including 
DDT, that the Montrose Chemi¬ 
cal Company had been dumping 
into the Los Angeles sewer system, 
and hence into the ocean. Accord¬ 
ing to Michael Fry and Cyndi 
Toone of UC Davis, the DDT se¬ 
verely weakened the male gulls, so 
that many of them were unable to 
fly to the islands to breed. This left 
an excess of females, who then 
paired with each other. After DDT

DA says pot sales not 
protected under medical 
marijuana policy

M gay San Francisco man ar- 
Jy| rested in June for selling 
Jrii one gram of marijuana in 
the Civic Center says he sees his 
case as an all-too-frequent exam¬ 
ple of police violating the city’s 
policy of prosecuting medical 
marijuana as the “lowest priority.” 

However, District Attorney 
Terence Hallinan told the B.A.R. 
that the police department is 
aware that medical marijuana use 
has been given the lowest priority 
- but marijuana sales do not fall 
into that category. 

Craig Canada, 41, was a mem¬ 
ber of the recently raided 
Cannabis Buyers Club (CBC). He 
said he was arrested on June 19 
for selling a gram of marijuana to 
an undercover police officer. Al¬ 
legedly in possession of four 
grams of pot when arrested, he 
faces two counts of sales and pos¬ 
session. 

Canada told the B.A.R. that he 
smokes marijuana for medical re¬ 
lief of depression, and said he used 
the marijuana after he had toxic 
reactions to several psychoactive 
drugs prescribed to him. 

However, there’s a larger issue 
that disturbs Canada: he said po¬ 
lice have continued marijuana 
busts despite repeated comments 
from local officials that medical 
marijuana prosecution would be 
given the lowest priority. And, he 
said, the arrests have picked up 
since state Proposition 215, the 
medical marijuana initiative, 
qualified for the November ballot 
around the first of June. 

“A number of people have 
been arrested,” Canada said. “My 
public defender has told me that 
a couple of months ago, every 
public defender was given seven 
pot cases.” 

According to Hallinan, 62 
cases of marijuana sales and ten 
cases of possession for sale were to 
come before the district attorney’s 
office in June. In July, those figures 
were 49 cases of marijuana sales 
and 11 cases of possession for sale. 

The district attorney said the 
number of marijuana sales and 
possession for sale cases is a result 
of the police department re¬ 
sponding to neighborhood com¬ 
plaints of drug dealers. 

“Periodically the police do 
these little sweeps,” he said. 

Pot... on Haight Street?!? 

Jan Lecklikner, the deputy 


public defender who is handling 
Canada’s case, confirmed her 
client’s statement about public 
defenders having an increased 
load of marijuana cases, but said 
they were not related to medical 
marijuana. 

“We did see a marked increase 
in pot cases a few months ago, but 
they were not medical marijuana 
cases,” Lecklikner told the B.A.R. 
“There was a groundswell [of en¬ 
forcement] and they were hand- 
to-hand sales targeting the 
Haight.” 

In hand-to-hand sales, there’s 
generally a “buy” officer who 
makes the drug deal, and an arrest 
team, she explained. 

Hallinan agreed there’s a dis¬ 
tinction, and said that marijuana 
sales and possession for sale cases 
are not in the medical marijuana 
category. 

“Sales are not really in that cat¬ 
egory,” Hallinan said. “The policy 
[for medical marijuana cases] has 
use and possession.” He said if an 
arrest is made and the person has 
proof of the need for medical 
marijuana, his office won’t prose¬ 
cute the case. 

“If there’s a legitimate medical 
marijuana need, they won’t get 
prosecuted by my office. I’m the 
one who wrote that resolution,” 
Hallinan said, referring to the 
city’s policy on medical marijuana 
cases. 

Canada, whose case is set for 
trial in November, said he plans to 


go for jury nullification. He was 
released from jail on his own rec¬ 
ognizance, following his arrest 
and court appearances. 

“The best deal I’ve been of¬ 
fered is three years probation and 
drug diversion, [but] I’m smoking 
pot for medical reasons,” Canada 
said. “My best chance is jury nul¬ 
lification.” 

Canada said he and others af¬ 
fected by the closure of the CBC 
are basically the “walking wound¬ 
ed,” and he is angry the club is 
closed. 

“The story of people in the 
Tenderloin is not being told,” said 
Canada, who has lived in a resi¬ 
dential hotel in the Tenderloin for 
the past two years. “The CBC gave 
these people a place to go. I was in 
the club for depression, but most 
people were there for AIDS. They 
don’t have anywhere to go. I don’t 
think people in the Castro know.” 

Canada said that CBC founder 
Dennis Peron often gave away 
marijuana when the club was op¬ 
erating and said that some people 
did sell it for food. 

“I’ve been eating at St. Antho¬ 
ny’s,” Canada said. “I sell pot to 
smoke pot, eat, and get cigarettes.” 

He also said that when he was 
arrested, he had in his possession 
four canisters of pepper spray, 
which the police asked him about. 

“The streets aren’t safe,” Cana¬ 
da said he told the police. “I’ve 
been assaulted in Civic (Renter 
several times.” ▼

‘The Three 
Spouses’ aim to 
deflate Dornan

S outhern California Con¬ 
gressman Bob Dornan’s 
continual bashing of gays, 
lesbians, and everyone else he dis¬ 
agrees with, has become too much 
for the three spouses of openly 
gay Congressmen. Dean Hara, 
Rob Morris, and Herb Moses - re¬ 
spective mates of gay Representa¬ 
tives Gerry Studds, Steve Gunder¬ 
son, and Barney Frank - are or¬ 
ganizing a bipartisan fundraiser 
for Dornan’s opponent, Democ¬ 
rat Loretta Sanchez. 

Dornan, an Orange County 
Republican, was recently ranked 
the “Biggest Windbag” in the 
House by Washingtonian maga¬ 
zine. He has pushed legislation to 
expel healthy HIV-positive ser- 
vicemembers from the military, 
even when the Pentagon said it 
wasn’t necessary. He once called 
women who are pro-choice “les¬ 
bian spear-chuckers.” And he has 
been reprimanded for personal at¬ 
tacks upon other Congress mem¬ 
bers, most recently Gunderson. 

For Moses, the proverbial 
straw was Dornan’s recent tirade 


over the three receiving congres¬ 
sional spousal cards that allow 
them parking privileges and a few 
other minor amenities. Dornan’s 
attack was personal, including the 
characterization of Moses as 
“old.” The 39-year-old took of¬ 
fense. It was the catalyst that crys¬ 
tallized his decision to do some¬ 
thing. 

Morris and Hara quickly 
agreed to join in a bipartisan 
fundraising effort for Sanchez. 
They recruited Carol Schwartz, 
twice the Republican candidate 
for Mayor of Washington, as a co¬ 
host, and the list of cosponsors 
continues fo swell. 

The September 15 event in¬ 
cludes a 3 p.m. reception for larg¬ 
er contributors at The Collector 
restaurant on Dupont Circle, fol¬ 
lowed by a 4 p.m. block party on 
19th Street. Morris promises hot 
dogs, apple pie, and maybe even a 
clown. Does that mean an ap¬ 
pearance by Dornan? ▼

A third candidate, attorney 
Ron Albers of the San Francisco 
Public Defender’s office, received 
a rating of “exceptionally well 
qualified” for the post, but 
trailed Rothschild and Tsenin in 
the general election. 

Rothschild’s only recourse 
over the matter now is to ask a 
Superior Court judge to order 
Wong to change Tsenin’s state¬ 
ment. 

‘Poor judgment’ 

The ruling came on the heels 
of a devastating peer review last 
week of Rothschild’s qualifica¬ 
tions, by an endorsement sub¬ 
committee for the prestigious 
600-member lesbian and gay 
lawyer’s group Bay Area Lawyers 
For Individual Freedom 
(BALIF). 

The subcommittee “strongly 
recommends” that BALIF en¬ 
dorse Tsenin, a lesbian, over 
Rothschild, a gay man, and said 
Tsenin had the “experience, en¬ 
thusiasm and judicial tempera¬ 
ment to be a successful Munici¬ 
pal Court judge.” 

Rothschild’s campaign re¬ 
ceived a second serious setback 
last week when the BALIF sub¬ 
committee issued their recom¬ 
mendation in the race. 

In a scathing criticism of 
Rothschild, a five-person neutral 
panel said that during the cam¬ 
paign Rothschild had reflected 
“poor judgment and a lack of ju¬ 
dicial temperament” - and open¬ 
ly questioned his veracity. 

“During our initial interview, 
he was generally antagonistic - 
more so by far than any of the 
other 14 judicial candidates 
whom the subcommittee has in¬ 
terviewed this year,” the group 
reported. "During the interview, 
Mr. Rothschild stated that he had 
a copy of another candidate’s lit¬ 


erature, showing one of the sub¬ 
committee members as a sup¬ 
porter. 

“Though Mr. Rothschild did 
not have the campaign literature 
with him at the interview, he 
stated he had another copy at 
home. When the subcommittee 
followed up on Mr. Rothschild’s 
allegation, the other campaign 
reported that it had never 
claimed this subcommittee 
member was a supporter. Later, 
when the subcommittee renewed 
its request of a copy of this cam¬ 
paign literature, Mr. Rothschild 
was unable to produce it and ex¬ 
plicitly denied having told the 
subcommittee that he had a 
copy.” 

One of the subcommittee’s 
concerns was over reports that 
Rothschild’s campaign claimed 
the BALIF endorsement process 

- as well as the SF Bar Associa¬ 
tion’s endorsement process - was 
“tainted with impropriety,” “fun¬ 
damentally unfair,” and “blatant¬ 
ly stacked against” him. The 
panel pointed out that at the 
same time Rothschild was mak¬ 
ing the accusations, the Alice B. 
Toklas Lesbian and Gay Democ¬ 
ratic Club voted to endorse him 

- at a meeting chaired by his 
campaign manager, Robert 
Barnes. Rothschild is a former 
president of the club. 

The BALIF panel also said it 
was troubled that Rothschild 
“may have exaggerated his legal 
experience” by claiming he was 
“Attorney: HUD Fair Housing 
Enforcement, 1993” among his 
credentials on his BALIF ques¬ 
tionnaire, when his employment 
at HUD lasted less than a month. 

Members of the lesbian and 
gay lawyers’ group must vote 
whether to endorse Rothschild 
or Tsenin by September 12. 

Rothschild’s campaign man¬ 
ager Robert Barnes was unavail¬ 
able for comment on the devel¬ 
opments at Bay Area Reporter 
press time. ▼

California to 
‘castrate’ pedophiles

M measure requiring the 
' “chemical castration” of 
twice-convicted pedophile 
sex offenders passed the Califor¬ 
nia State Legislature on Saturday, 
Aug. 31 and went on to Governor 
Pete Wilson for his signature. 

The measure requires paroled 
sex offenders convicted of certain 
sex crimes against children to re¬ 
ceive weekly injections of Depo- 
Provera, a sex drive hormonal 
suppressant that would lower an 
offender’s testosterone levels. 

Parolees who voluntarily un¬ 
dergo surgical castration will be 
exempt from the provisions of the 
controversial bill. An estimated 
700 California Department of 
Correction inmates currently 
paroled for the crimes specified in 
the measure would be affected, at 
a yearly cost of $2,400 a year each. 

Current California law re¬ 
quires convicted child sex offend¬ 
ers to register as sex offenders 
with law enforcement authorities 
for surveillance and tracking pur¬ 
poses. A person convicted of a 
second violent sex offense involv¬ 
ing bodily injury or force is con¬ 
sidered a habitual sex offender 
and automatically sentenced to 25 
years to life in state prison. Child 
molesters convicted of a second 
offense receive the same sentence. 
Under the terms of the new 


bill, repeat offenders of sex crimes 
against children under the age of 
13, and first offenders when the 
judge considers the crime partic¬ 
ularly heinous, will be required to 
receive the weekly injections upon 
their parole. 

“Chemical castration has 
proved to be the most effective 
treatment available to treat sex of¬ 
fenders,” Republican Assembly- 
man Bill Hoge, the bill’s author, 
said in an interview with Reuters. 
“It gives all of those who have 
been affected by the terrible crime 
of child molestation hope for the 
future.” 

The measure is opposed by 
state Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden and state Senator Milton 
Marks, who was the only senator 
to oppose the measure. 

“There is no question that 
child sexual abuse is a horrible 
crime, but the major studies of 
this drug’s effectiveness are on 
voluntary patients,” said Marks 
spokesman Carole Stuart. “Some 
people cannot be rehabilitated.” 

Marks also had “serious con¬ 
cerns” about the legality of such 
forced treatment, according to 
Stuart. Also, she said, “The trend 
is to view such crimes as the result 
of biological conditions - and not 
as abuses of power. 

“That’s an extremely danger¬ 
ous assumption.”

California Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son launched his attempt to get 
the state Department of Social 
Services (DSS) to abolish adop¬ 
tions by unmarried couples or 
single people this week, prompt¬ 
ing local criticism for his action. 

Hearings on the matter were 
held in San Jose Tuesday, Septem¬ 
ber 3 and in West Sacramento 
Wednesday, September 4. A third 
hearing takes place Thursday, 
September 5 in Santa Ana. A final 
decision will not be made until 
the hearings are completed. 

Under Wilson’s proposal, it 
would be illegal for lesbians and 
gays to adopt children. 

However, Kate Kendell, execu¬ 
tive director of the National Cen¬ 
ter for Lesbian Rights (NCLR) in 
San Francisco, told the B.A.R. that 
even if Wilson’s proposal is ap¬ 
proved, judges would still have 
discretion in adoption cases, as 
they’ve always had, to disregard 
the regulations. 

She did acknowledge that if 
the regulations are approved it 
would probably be more difficult 
for so-called second-parent adop¬ 
tions, which are the most com¬ 
mon among lesbian and gay cou¬ 
ples. 

In second-parent adoptions, 
the child’s biological parent peti¬ 
tions the court to give up sole cus¬ 
tody so that the partner is also 
recognized as a legal guardian. 

“These particular regulations 
are so blatantly unsupported by 
any evidence, and so potentially 


“come out any worse than chil¬ 
dren raised by a man and a 
woman.” 

“That’s backed up by lots of 
studies,” Deaner said. 

She added that she was not in¬ 
vited to participate in the hear¬ 
ings, and said they were “carefully 
orchestrated.” Deaner said she 
heard about Wilson’s plan about a 
month ago, but didn’t say any¬ 
thing for fear the “anti-family fun¬ 
damentalist machine would be 
snapped into motion.” 

Kendell said that following the 
hearings, the state Office of Ad¬ 
ministrative Law will go through 
the testimony, including written 
comments, and make one of three 
recommendations: that the regu¬ 
lations be approved, that they be 
withdrawn because they fail to 
meet the criteria for the adoption 
of new regulations, or that they be 
modified. 

“That process could take 
months,” Kendell said. 

The Los Angeles Gay and Les¬ 
bian Center (LAGLC) also at¬ 
tacked Wilson’s proposal, saying 
children would have the most to 
lose if it is put into effect. 

“This thinly veiled attack on 
gay and lesbian families and other 
non-traditional families is ulti¬ 
mately most harmful to the chil¬ 
dren, who will remain wards of 
the state rather than being placed 
in secure and stable homes,” said 
Dean Larkin of LAGLC. ▼ 
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detrimental to a child’s best inter¬ 
est, and so obviously targeted at 
the lesbian and gay community, 
that we’re taking notice,” Kendell 
told the B.A.R. 

Kendell said that NCLR staff 
participated in the San Jose hear¬ 
ings. 

‘Wilson’s dream idea’ 

Cheryl Deaner, project coordi¬ 
nator of the Alternative Family 
Project (AFP) in San Francisco, 
blasted Wilson’s move and told 
the B.A.R. the issue is much larg¬ 
er than just lesbian and gay fami¬ 
lies.

T he Defense of Marriage Act 
(DoMA) is scheduled for 
debate on the floor of the 
Senate the morning of Thursday, 
September 5. The prognosis is 
that the Senate will follow the lead 
of the House and, after two or 
three hours of vitriolic gay-bash¬ 
ing, will pass the measure and 
send it on to President Clinton for 
his ready signature. 

Liberal Senator John F. Kerry 
(D-Massachusetts) began a “View- 


played out by Senators across the 
country, often with even more 
timid results. Ostensible liberal 
friends of the lesbian and gay 
community such as Paul Well- 
stone (D-Minnesota) and Patty 
Murray (D-Washington) have 
both said they will vote for 
DoMA.

point” piece in the national gay 
magazine The Advocate by calling 
DoMA “as unconstitutional and as 
unnecessary as it is mean-spirited 
and malicious.” He said he would 
vote against it. He closed by say¬ 
ing, “The strongest menace we 
face is not DoMA but our own in¬ 
ertia and complacency.” 

But it seemed that Kerry was 
displaying his own “inertia and 
complacency” in that he has ex¬ 
pressed no intent to filibuster or 
use other rules of the Senate to 
forestall passage of the bill for at 
least this session of Congress. His 
lack of action comes despite edi¬ 
torials and constituents urging 
him to be so bold. 

The same scenario is being 


unconstitutional anyway. 

HRC has in fact continuously 
downplayed the significance of 
DoMA. They said the vote should 
not be a “litmus test” in evaluat¬ 
ing candidates. They have tried to 
depict it as strictly a political 
move by those nasty Republicans, 
which, by the way, Democratic 
Congressmen shouldn’t bother to 
fight because President Clinton 
wants to sign it, even though he 
too has called it mean-spirited. 

Rather than take a principled 
but losing stand in direct opposi¬ 
tion to DoMA, HRC has assumed 
its passage. It has tried to placate 
the community with the diversion 
that Ted Kennedy (D-Massachu¬ 
setts) will attempt to add the Em¬ 


ployment Non-Discrimination 
Act (ENDA) as an amendment - 
but HRC has yet to demonstrate 
anywhere near the votes necessary 
to accomplish that. 

And so, with the complicity of 
the community’s own chief lob¬ 


bying organization in Washing¬ 
ton, DoMA seems likely to be¬ 
come law. The only miracle would 
be if phone calls convince some 
senator to reread the Constitution 
and its guarantee of equal protec¬ 
tion for all Americans, and that 


senator believed the constitution¬ 
al principle was worth fighting for 
with all of the tools available, in¬ 
cluding a filibuster. 

But that happens only in the 
movies, and only when Jimmy 
Stewart was still making them. ▼

M ichael Petrelis, the queen 
of Congressional outing, 
was on the steps of the 
Capitol doing it again Tuesday, 
September 3. To a gaggle of 
about 30 members of the media 
he recycled statements that three 
senators - Barbara Mikulski (D- 
Maryland), Herbert Kohl (D- 
Wisconsin), and Mark Hatfield 
(R-Oregon) - are homosexual. 

He confessed that he knew of 
no one who had slept with any of 
the three, but cited a variety of 
reports that reinforced his suspi¬ 
cions that they are homosexual. 
He urged reporters to “apply the 
same standards when reporting 
about the ‘private’ lives of politi¬ 
cians” that they did last week in 
their accounts of Clinton politi¬ 
cal advisor Dick Morris’s “toe¬ 
sucking.” 

Petrelis noted earlier news 
conferences where he outed 
Congressman Steve Gunderson 
(R-Wisconsin) and Hollywood 
producer David Geffen, both of 
whom later publicly stated they 
are gay. 

“I wanted to try and influence 
the debate before the vote,” Pe¬ 
trelis said. He called all three of¬ 
fices and was told that each sen¬ 
ator was still undecided on how 
to vote on DoMA. 

“It is not an easy decision to 
make to out a politician,” Petrelis 
said. “But the gay marriage issue 
is really important. 

“My boyfriend and I want 
what straight people take for 
granted: the recognition and 
benefits accorded by states to 
couples.” 

Other reactions 

Across town, the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC) was 
unveiling its television commer¬ 
cial in support of adding the 


Employment Non-Discrimina¬ 
tion Act (ENDA) to DoMA as an 
amendment. The ad is running 
for four days in the Washington, 
DC market. 

But there is little indication 
that HRC has secured enough 
votes for passing ENDA, and 
there is some speculation that 
the number of committed votes 
is so small that the amendment 
may not even formally be of¬ 
fered. Representative Barney 
Frank (D-Massachusetts) has 
long cautioned that the amend¬ 
ment should not be offered if it 
cannot gather sufficient support. 
A losing effort could doom fu¬ 
ture consideration of ENDA. 

Petrelis believes that “gay 
marriage and employment are 
both big issues in and of them¬ 
selves, and you can’t conflate 
them. The battle for gay mar¬ 
riage is big enough. Why bring in 
this other bill and kill them 
both?” 

A front page article in the 
Washington Post reviewed both 
sides of the arguments on DoMA 
under the headline: “Once Un¬ 
thinkable, Now Under Debate, 
Same-sex marriage issue to take 
center stage in Senate.” Inside, 
the paper editorialized, “You can 
think what you please about 
same-sex marriages and still be 
of the view, as we are, that the 
Senate of the United States most 
likely has better things to do 
than legislate on this subject.” 

Meanwhile in New York, the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund hosted a news con¬ 
ference with a dozen religious 
leaders spfeaking out in opposi¬ 
tion to DoMA. “Civil marriage 
will not be defended by an un¬ 
constitutional bill that imposes 
some politicians’ religious beliefs 
on this country and attacks the 
equality of all Americans,” said 
Lambda Executive Director 
Kevin Cathcart. ▼

S everal West Coast federal 
Gay, Lesbian, Or Bisexual 
Employee (GLOBE) organi¬ 
zations are coming together to 
form a regional umbrella group 
dedicated to the development and 
maintenance of a federal working 
environment that advocates ac¬ 
ceptance of a diverse workforce by 
promoting nondiscrimination 
based on sexual orientation. 

Local sponsoring GLOBE 
chapters are made up of gay, les¬ 
bian, and bisexual employees 
from many of the largest federal 
agencies in the country. They in¬ 
clude the U.S. General Services 
Administration (GSA), the Envi¬ 
ronment Protection Agency 
(EPA), the National Parks Service 
(NPS), and the U.S. Department 
of Education. 

The new group held its first 
general formation meeting on 
Wednesday, August 28 at the 
Phillip Burton Federal Building in 
San Francisco. 

As an all-encompassing orga¬ 
nization, Pacific GLOBE will be 
able to represent even greater 
numbers of employees from 
smaller federal agencies that may 
not be in a position to form their 
own individual GLOBE chapters, 
said Donald “Wolf” Tombe, pres¬ 
ident of the GSA’s Pacific Rim re¬ 
gion chapter of GLOBE. 

As a result, Tombe said that 
GLOBE’s mission of fostering 
unity and understanding among 
employees of all sexual orienta¬ 
tions through education regard¬ 
ing issues associated with gay, les¬ 
bian, or bisexual employees can 


be provided to all federal employ¬ 
ees throughout the Pacific Rim. 

“There is a small but very vocal 
element within our society which 
is waging a campaign of hate and 
misinformation toward gays, les¬ 
bians, and bisexuals in our com¬ 
munities and workplaces,” Tombe 
said. “As a result, many gay, les¬ 
bian, and bisexual federal em¬ 
ployees are feeling alone or isolat¬ 
ed at work.” 

Tombe added that if employees 
are out at work, as he is, they are 
wondering how to help others 
who might not be able to be so 
open. 

“Couple this with the fact that 
many federal employees, by the 
very nature of their civic service- 
oriented roles, feel a need to get 
involved, take leadership roles, 
and do something positive to 
counter the negative forces which 
are trying to oppress them and 
their brothers and sisters in the 
gay, lesbian, and bisexual commu¬ 
nity,” Tombe said. 

It’s with this in mind, Tombe 
added, that the Pacific Rim 
GLOBE is being formed, and will 
represent employees of all federal 
agencies. 

“When you consider that the 
federal government is one of the 
largest employers in the world, 
you can quickly see that by all of 
us joining together we have the 
potential of making some dra¬ 
matic changes for the better,” 
Tombe said. T

F or the first time in history, 
an incumbent president has 
used the word “gay” in a 
speech at a political convention.

Ireland, Rwanda, Burundi. What 
do these places have in common? 
People are killing each other and 
butchering children because they 
are different from one another. 

“They share the same piece of 
land, but they are different from 
one another. They hate their race, 
their tribe, their ethnic group, 
their religion. 

“We have seen the terrible, ter¬ 
rible price that people pay when 


they insist on fighting and killing 
their neighbors over their differ¬ 
ences. In our own country, we 
have seen America pay a terrible 
price for any form of discrimina¬ 
tion, and we have seen us grow 
stronger as we have steadily let 
more and more of our hatreds 
and our fears go. As we have given 
more and more of our people the 
chance to live their dreams.... 

“So look around here, look 
around here. Old or young, 
healthy as a horse or a person with 


a disability that hasn’t kept you 
down, man or woman, Native 
American, native-born, immi¬ 
grant, straight or gay - whatever - 
the test ought to be: I believe in 
the Constitution, the Bill of 
Rights and the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence. I believe in religious 
liberty, I believe in freedom of 
speech, and I believe in working 
hard and playing by the rules. 

“I’m showing up for work to¬ 
morrow. I’m building that bridge 
to the 21st century. 

“That ought to be the test.”

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The last word on Growth Hormone 

Wasting treatment approved by Thanksgiving?

T he wasting started in 1989 
for Max, an AIDS activist 
who tried just about any 
remedy he could get his hands on. 
But regardless of his efforts, he 
could not reverse his trend toward 
serious weight loss. By 1993 Max 
was beginning to look - even to 
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himself - like a rack of bones. He 
found that in addition to his lack 
of energy, his appearance in the 
mirror was a relentless reminder 
that he might be dying. 

Max entered the study for Re¬ 
combinant Human Growth Hor¬ 
mone (GH), which would come 
to be the first anabolic steroid ap¬ 
proved for AIDS. Serono, the 
makers of Growth Hormone, had 
promised continuation of the 
drug at the end of the study. How¬ 
ever, in 1994, Serono announced 
that it would be cutting off supply 
of the study drug. Activists were 
furious and demanded that study 
drug be continued. Fortunately, 
Max and others on the study were 
able to continue on the drug. 

Max recalls a time when “I was 
under 140 pounds, my face was 
skeletal. Watching my body grow 
back over the last two years has 
helped me continue to go on and 
find new ways to stay alive.” 

Max was lucky. Others did not 
fare as well, either by not re¬ 
sponding to the drug or because 
they were forced to stop the drug. 

Even early on in the study, ac¬ 
tivists were speculating that the 
weight gained through the use of 
Growth Hormone might evapo¬ 
rate without the drug. More re¬ 
cently there have been cases where 
people were unable to get growth 
hormone, have had to take a break 
in their dosing, and found when 
the drug is reintroduced that it 
does not have the same effect. 

A local activist who recently 
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di,ed is an example. He had been 
unable to maintain his supply of 
growth hormone due to a bureau¬ 
cratic complication, lost the 
weight he had gained, and even 
when he reinstated the hormone, 
he never gained back the weight 
he so desperately needed. 

Endocrine boost? 

Wasting can sneak 
up even on those of us 
who are familiar with 
the condition. Matthew 
Sharp was down to 136 
pounds by the time his 
activist friends per¬ 
suaded him to do 
something about his 
weight loss. “Even 
when I looked in the mirror, I 
never noticed that I looked like 
skin and bones,” he says. “The 
weight loss was so gradual. It was¬ 
n’t until I received a diagnosis that 
I began to really see the severity of 
my condition.” He believes that 
GH affected his immune system 
and perhaps improved his en¬ 
docrine function. 

Activists and others have come 
to understand this is another 
piece in the armor against the 
virus, but while it can be a life- 
saver for some, there is a need to 
continue to fight for more treat¬ 
ments. 

The GH battle has been a long 
one. Activists fought passionately 
with Serono Labs to establish a 
continuation of the drug for peo¬ 
ple who had been on the trial. 

According to Sharp, this has 
been one of the longest consistent 
struggles for any treatment that 
he can remember. From expand¬ 
ing access to those on the study, to 
persuading MediCal to pay for the 
drug, and finally, to seeing 
Growth Hormone approved for 
treatment of AIDS wasting this 
year. 

Recently, as GH neared ap¬ 



proval with the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA), Serono 
CEO Samra Hisham flew to Oak¬ 
land to meet with local activists. 
Among the concessions he made 
was agreeing to institute an annu¬ 
al ceiling of $36,000 per patient 
(wholesale). Activist Jeff Getty 
was quoted as saying, “He 
was not pleased about 
the price cap. It seems 
he lost his appetite. 
He never finished his 
calamari.” 

The Wall Street Journal 
in reporting on ACT 
UP’s efforts to shep¬ 
herd the hormone 
through the FDA, 
quoted Hisham as 
saying the fault was not the price 
cap, but an overabundance of 
squid on his plate. “The portion 
was too large,” he told the paper, 
which in turn informed the world 
- on the front page. 

Bill Thorne of ACT UP/Gold- 
en Gate reported after his Sep¬ 
tember 3 meeting with Serono 
that the company fully expects the 
drug to be approved by November 
23; it is still awaiting FDA ap¬ 
proval of the label and package in¬ 
sert. As of September 3, the distri¬ 
bution procedure for GH is still 
under discussion, according to a 
Serono spokesperson. The proto¬ 
col for the confirmatory trials has 
been distributed to some of the 
local activists for review and com¬ 
ment to the FDA. For those who 
might want to consider trying GH 
before November, Serono can be 
reached at 1 (800) 714-2437. They 
will put you in touch with a 
spokesperson for their treatment 
investigational new drug. ▼

Asian appointee out of the 
dozens of appointments,” Wor¬ 
thington said in an interview. 

Woodworth has been on the 
city council for six years. She lost 
in a run for the 18th Assembly 
District during the Democratic 
primary in March. 

Her voting record on the 
council while running for As¬ 
sembly is also something Wor¬ 
thington questioned. 

“While she was running for 
higher office, her voting changed, 
and that infuriated many people 
in the neighborhood,” he said. 

Forcing change 

Worthington said that his 
running for city council may 
force Woodworth to make 
changes in her record. If she 
doesn’t, Worthington said he 
may very well win the race. He 
did acknowledge that it’s an up¬ 
hill battle running against an in¬ 
cumbent but said so far, he’s re¬ 
ceived quite a bit of support. 

“It’s a classic battle of grass¬ 
roots versus an entrenched in¬ 
cumbent,” he said. 

Worthington said that some 
people have advised him not to 
put that he’s gay on his campaign 
literature. However, he said he in¬ 
sists on being “very open.” 

“In this area, a lot of people 
resent attacking one’s sexuality,” 


he said. “I’m proud of the fact 
that I’m gay.” 

Worthington is on the board 
of the East Bay Lesbian/Gay De¬ 
mocratic Club. He is also chair of 
the Northern Alameda County 
chapter of the Sierra Club, and 
serves on the executive commit¬ 
tee of the club for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay Area. Additionally, he’s 
a member of the Berkeley branch 
of the NAACP, and on the board 
of the East Bay branch of the Na¬ 
tional Organization for Women 
(NOW). 

“I believe in inclusion, fair¬ 
ness, and I believe passionately in 
bringing people together on all 
these issues,” he said. 

Worthington is former execu¬ 
tive director of the Telegraph 
Area Association, a group of local 
businesses, UC officials, and 
neighborhood representatives. 
He is a board member of the 
LeConte Neighborhood Associa¬ 
tion and belongs to the Berkeley 
Safe Neighborhood Committee, 
as well. 

Worthington is not the only 
gay candidate running for an 
East Bay city council seat. Greg 
Alves is a candidate for the 
Alameda City Council and was 
profiled in a recent issue of the 
B.A.R. ▼

Stephen Donaldson 
(a.k.a. Robert Martin) 

July 27,1946-July 18,1996 


Stephen Donaldson, who was born 
“Robert Martin,” died in New York City 
July 18. Though he legally changed his 
name, Donaldson is remembered to 
most early gay activists by his original 
name. As Robert Martin, he organized 
the first gay group on a college campus, 
the Student Homophile League at Co¬ 
lumbia University, an event which was 
reported on the front page of the New 
York Times in 1967. 

In 1972, Martin was, according to 
Randy Shilts in Coming Out Under Fire, 
the first sailor in the U.S. Navy to fight 
his discharge on the grounds of sexual 
orientation. The following year in 
Washington, D.C., he was arrested in a 
Quaker anti-war demonstration and be¬ 
came the first survivor of prison rape to 
speak out in public on the subject. An 
assistant editor of the Encyclopedia of 
Homosexuality, Donaldson was the 
president of Stop Prison Rape and ap¬ 
peared earlier this year on 60 Minutes to 
discuss that cause. 

Stephen Donaldson is survived by 
his stepmother and three brothers. Do¬

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Gay prison AIDS doctor German Maisonet dies

M emorial services are 
being arranged in San 
Francisco and Los Ange¬ 
les during the week of September 
10 for Dr. German V. Maisonet, 
Jr., an openly gay prison AIDS 
physician who died quietly in his 
sleep Thursday, August 22 at the 
Washington Home in Washington 
D.C. of complications from AIDS. 
He was 48. 

In 1991, Maisonet was head of 
the state Department of Correc¬ 
tions primary HIV treatment fa¬ 
cility at the California Medical Fa¬ 
cility (CMF) in Vacaville, and was 
a founding member of the Bay 
Area Physicians for Human 
Rights. He had also been a board 
member of the Gay and Lesbian 
Medical Association (GLMA). 

Ben Schatz, GLMA executive 
director, told the B.A.R. that 
Maisonet’s death is “a real loss.” 

“He was a pioneer in a lot of 
ways and not afraid to speak his 
mind,” Schatz said in an interview. 
“He truly brought a lot of heart to 
medicine. It’s not necessarily easy 
being an out African-American 
physician.” 

Born in San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
Maisonet moved with some of his 
family to New York, where he 
graduated from Columbia Uni¬ 
versity with honors. He went to 
Yeshiva University and Albert Ein¬ 
stein College of Medicine, both in 
New York. Following his gradua¬ 
tion and internship, Maisonet 
began his residency in pediatrics 
at Jacoby Hospital in the Bronx, 
New York. He also became a 
board certified infectious disease 
specialist. 

Maisonet is considered by 
many to have been one of the 
most important HIV/AIDS physi¬ 
cians in the country. 

He had been to San Francisco 
in late June to attend a summer 
meeting of the board of directors 
of the Correctional HIV Consor¬ 
tium (CHC), where he served as 
president. He had been a member 
of that organization since 1992 
and continued to be very active in 
the consortium until shortly be¬ 
fore his death. 

In 1993 he became director of 
infectious disease control for the 
U.S. Department of Justice, U.S. 
Bureau of Prisons. He served in 
that capacity until last February, 


when he went on extended med¬ 
ical leave. He retired from the 
prisons board in June and re¬ 
ceived the Outstanding Service 
Award from the government. 

Once he moved to California, 
Maisonet began to work with the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment and was then hired to 
run Unit IV, the state Department 
of Corrections’ primary HIV 
treatment facility at the CMF in 
Vacaville. 

Challenge the status quo 

While at Vacaville, Maisonet 
was responsible for turning the 
HIV program into the nation’s 
top-rated correctional infectious 
disease program. He also became 
chief inspector of prisons for the 
California Medical Association. 

Study teams came to the CMF 
from as far away as Scotland, Italy, 
and Greece to observe and learn 
the various program elements 
that included the Pastoral Care 
Services (PCS) program. The PCS 
is a hospice care services program 
that Maisonet and Catholic Chap¬ 
lain Father Patrick Leslie were in¬ 
strumental in starting. 

Other programs that were 
studied at the CMF included the 
peer education and prevention 
programs, as well as other land¬ 
mark accomplishments such as 
the first display of the Names Pro¬ 
ject AIDS Memorial Quilt in a 
prison, and the First use of in¬ 
mates as peer educators on the 
mainline of a prison. 

It was while working with the 
East Los Angeles Health Task 
Force and the Minority AIDS Pro¬ 
ject that Maisonet became aware 
of the tragic situation that passed 
for medical care for people with 
HIV in the minority community 
and correctional system. 

“I saw the same people time 
after time. They’d be in clinic and 
we’d follow them and get their OIs 
[opportunistic infections] under 
control and positively affect their 
wasting syndrome,” Maisonet 
once said. “Then suddenly they’d 
disappear for a while. In several 
months they’d be back, and they’d 
look horrible. They’d been in jail 
or prison, and all our time, effort, 
and work had gone down the toi¬ 
let.” 

It was then, he said, that he 
knew he had to devote himself to 
the needs of that constituency. 

“I became aware of the horri-

ble state of medical services that 
were generally available to mem¬ 
bers of various minority commu¬ 
nities in southern California,” 
Maisonet once said. “For the lack 
of access to adequate treatment 
and well-trained physicians, many 
people were simply hung out to 
dry. ... I could not let the status 
quo go unchallenged.” 


At the time he became a 
founding member of the Bay Area 
Physicians for Human Rights, 
Maisonet had an extensive prac¬ 
tice in the Bay Area and was also 
involved with many nonprofit or¬ 
ganizations. 

Maisonet is survived by his 
mother, a sister, and nephews in 
New York, as well as by members 


of his extended family in Puerto

Fundraising begins for Castro Holiday Tree

E ven, though it’s only early 
September, members of 
Merchants of Upper Mar¬ 
ket and Castro (MUMC) are al¬ 
ready planning for the traditional 
winter Castro “Holiday Tree” at 
the corner of 18th and Castro 
streets, in front of the Bank of 
America building. They vow the 
1996 version will be bigger and 
better than the one they did last 
year, at the last minute after the 
original sponsor pulled out. 

“This year we want to involve 
the community and do much 
more planning,” MUMC Vice 
President Patrick Batt said. 

Batt said that MUMC needs to 
raise about $6,000 to cover costs, 
including the construction of a 
reusable metal base for the long¬ 
time tradition, plus some 2,500 
lights and enough ornaments to 
decorate a live evergreen up to 30 
feet tall. 

Local resident Jim Reid will be 
working on coordinating the pro¬ 


ject. Reid created the “Torch of 
Liberty” that was displayed at this 
year’s gay pride festivities in June. 

“Generally, we’ve gotten pretty 
good support. I don’t think peo¬ 
ple grasp all that goes into the 
tree,” Batt said. 

Two years ago the tree was 
sponsored by the AIDS Memorial 
Grove. When the Grove pulled 
out last year, Batt said MUMC de¬ 
cided to get involved, but the lack 
of time for planning hampered 
the project’s success. For one 
thing, the tree was smaller. 

“This year, by planning ahead, 
and, with your support, we are 
planning a larger tree with better 
lights and decorations,” MUMC 
President Barry Hermanson and 
Batt stated. “In addition, we want 
to have it ready earlier to increase 
everyone’s enjoyment.” 

MUMC plans to decorate the 
tree immediately after Thanksgiv¬ 
ing so that it can be lighted on 
Sunday, December 1. 

“With its favored Castro Street 
location as the centerpiece of the 
holidays, your 1996 tree will be 


extremely dramatic in stature, 
lighting, and ornamentation,” 
Hermanson and Batt said. 

Donors will be prominently 
listed on a large banner of sup¬ 
porters that will be displayed near 
the tree. Those donating $500 or 
more will receive “top billing,” do¬ 
nations of $250 or more will re¬ 
ceive “special billing,” and $100 
donors will also appear on the 
banner. Contributions are sought 
from both businesses and individ¬ 
uals, Batt said, adding that tax 
codes allow businesses - but not 
individuals - to deduct donations. 
In addition to donations, volun¬ 
teers are also needed, he said. T

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Researcher seeks gays, lesbians 
with near-death experiences

A nti-gay comments at a re¬ 
cent conference on near¬ 
death experiences have in¬ 
spired a local nurse/psychologist 
to develop a research question¬ 
naire to investigate lesbians’ and 
gays’ experiences. 

People who have had near¬ 
death experiences - where they 
are clinically dead, but then re¬ 
vived - typically report powerful 
and even life-changing revela¬ 
tions. The experience often results 
in strong beliefs about life after 


death and great personal transfor¬ 
mations after the return from the 
“dead” state. 

San Francisco psychologist Liz 
Dale, Ph.D., RN. told the B.A.R. 
she got the idea for the confiden¬ 
tial study after she attended a con¬ 
ference of the International Asso¬ 
ciation For Near Death Studies in 
August, and overheard respected 
researcher Dr. Melanie Lawrence 
making controversial anti-gay 
comments. 

“It was during a plenary asso¬ 
ciation, when she was talking 
about a study of the near-death 
experience of four AIDS patients,” 


Dale said. 

When Lawrence was ques¬ 
tioned about the lack of research 
into such experiences among les¬ 
bians and gays, she acknowledged 
that she had her own biases 
against such subjects. 

She also said she wasn’t even 
sure the NDE experiences would 
be positive, and openly ques¬ 
tioned whether gays and lesbians 
“would go to heaven at death.” 

Such primitive religious as¬ 
sumptions about the NDE expe¬ 
rience complicate research and 
understanding of the experience 
and other parapsychological phe¬ 
nomena, according to Dale. 

“She was so bigoted and bi¬ 
ased,” she said. 

An openly gay researcher ap¬ 
peared after Lawrence and spoke 
of his near-death research. He re¬ 
ceived a standing ovation at the 
end of a panel discussion. 

Bee shock 

Dale’s interest in NDE re¬ 
search, and stories of survivors of 
death, began after her own expe¬ 
rience in “the late 60s” as a 19- 
year-old woman living in La 
Crosse, Wisconsin. 

“I was driving across a bridge 
over the Mississippi River when I 
was stung by a bee,” she recalled. “I 
didn’t realize I was allergic and I 
went into full anaphylactic shock 
and developed hives. I had hives in 
my trachea and couldn’t breathe. 

“It wasn’t good.” 

By the time a friend got Dale to 
the emergency room she was in 
grave condition - and died on a 
treatment room examining table. 

In an out-of-body experience, 
Dale saw the medical personnel 
trying to save her life, and realized 
that she was dead as she was pro¬ 


nounced dead. 

“I was just floating in another 
space and said to myself, ‘Well, 
you’re dead,’ and I thought, 
‘Thank God,’ because the pain 
stopped. 

“I was in a gorgeous place with 
other people, including my moth¬ 
er, who was also deceased,” Dale 
recalled. 

Although she had been pro¬ 
nounced dead, resuscitation was 
successful, and Dale said she re¬ 
turned from the experience with 
a sense that it wasn’t her time to 
die - and the realization that there 
wasn’t much social discussion of 
such experiences or their impact 
and meaning at the time. 

“For people to talk about is¬ 
sues like this at the time wasn’t as 
acceptable as it has become,” Dale 


said. 

The field became a formalized 
area of study for psychological 
and psychiatric researchers in the 
1970s, and parapsychological sub¬ 
jects such as altered states of con¬ 
sciousness and NDE are enjoying 
a resurgence of popular interest, 
Dale said. 

Dale says the material from 
her questionnaire will be used to 
provide basic information about 
gay/lesbian NDEs and further sci¬ 
entific inquiry into the subject. ▼

A theory that the biggest male 
homophobes could actual¬ 
ly be repressed gay men is a 
small step closer to scientific 
proof, following a study that mea¬ 
sured sexual arousal in homopho¬ 
bic men watching gay, lesbian, and 
heterosexual videos. 

Appearing in the August issue 
of the Journal of Abnormal Psy¬ 
chology, published by the Ameri¬ 
can Psychological Association, the 
research provides new evidence 
that is consistent with previous 
theories that homophobia in 
straight men could be linked to 
homosexual arousal. 

The study, conducted by 
Henry Adams, Lester Wright, and 
Bethany Lohr at the University of 
Georgia; involved 35 homophobic 
men and 29 non-homophobic 
men viewing sexually explicit het¬ 
erosexual, lesbian, and gay videos. 

The men all identified them¬ 
selves as “exclusively heterosexu¬ 
al” in terms of experience and 
arousal. The homophobic men 
were identified using a previously 
established guide, the “Index of 
Homophobia,” which tests dread 
and comfort levels on various sce¬ 


narios involving interaction with 
homosexuals. 

Sexual excitement was mea¬ 
sured two ways: by subjective re¬ 
sponse, where the men indicated 
their arousal and degree of erec¬ 
tion on a scale from 1 to 10; and 
by objective measure, with a gauge 
which measured the circumfer¬ 
ence and movement of the penis. 

As might be expected, the 
greatest arousal was measured 
and reported after viewing the 
heterosexual sex, and arousal 
from the lesbian videos was close 
behind. Non-homophobic men 
measured slightly higher than the 
homophobic men with the 
straight porn, and the homopho¬ 
bic men measured slightly higher 
arousal during the lesbian porn. 

As also might be expected, sex¬ 
ual arousal during the gay male 
videos was significantly less for 
both groups of men. The non-ho¬ 
mophobic men measured almost 
insignificant arousal, but the ho¬ 
mophobic men still showed sig¬ 
nificant arousal, although it was 
less than with the other videos. 

Broken down a different way, 
the measurements showed that 
while 66% of the non-homopho¬ 
bic men showed no significant 
arousal watching the gay video, 


only 20% of the homophobic 
men showed little or no evidence 
of arousal. Similarly, while only 
24% of the non-homophobic 
men showed definite arousal dur¬ 
ing the gay video, 54% of the ho¬ 
mophobic men did. 

The correlation between what 
was scientifically measured and sub¬ 
jectively reported also raises flags of 
interest. Differences between mea¬ 
sured and reported arousal varied 
less than 10 percent with all tests, 
with one exception: a variance of 22 
percent for the homophobic men 
during the gay videos. The homo- 
phobic men reported significantly 
less arousal than what was scientifi¬ 
cally measured. 

The results of the study indi¬ 
cate that men who score as being 
“homophobic” and admit nega¬ 
tive affect toward gays demon¬ 
strate significant sexual arousal to 
male homosexual erotic stimulus, 
although the arousal is less than 
with heterosexual or lesbian sex. 

The scientists pointed out that 
anxiety, and not sexual excite¬ 
ment, could have led to the lesser 
degree of sexual arousal during 
the gay porn. And they said that 
additional study should attempt 
to better define and measure ho¬ 
mophobia. ▼

veloped as a birth control mea¬ 
sure, but it is often used as a vol¬ 
untary adjunct in the treatment 
of certain sex offenders. 

Northridge, California psychi¬ 
atrist Dr. Marc Graff, who has 
used the drug in treating pe¬ 
dophile sex offender patients, said 
that while some offenders benefit 
from the drug, others don’t - in¬ 
cluding psychotic patients whose 
sex crimes stem from delusions 
about their victims and not pe¬ 
dophilia, and who need other 
anti-psychotic medications. 

Speaking for the California 
Psychiatric Association, Graff ac¬ 
knowledged that such sex-drive 
suppressant medication “does 
have a place” in the treatment of 
some sex offenders, but called the 
legislation “punishment, not 
treatment.” He said sex offenders 
also need frequent therapy and 
support to prevent them from 
committing further sex crimes. 


Child sexual abuse “is a very 
serious social problem, and we 
stand on the side of victims and 
victim’s rights,” Graff said. “But 
this is a one-shot-fits-all, and we 
think this is a very careless way of 
handling the problem.” 

The CPA also opposes manda¬ 
tory use of the drug because it can 
cause some severe side effects, in¬ 
cluding gallstones, diabetes, hy¬ 
pertension, and hypogonadism. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union opposes the measure be¬ 
cause it is not voluntary, but 
would not oppose voluntary in¬ 
jections if they were combined 
with counseling, according to a 
Senate analysis. 

An amendment to the mea¬ 
sure relieved physicians employed 
by the Department of Correc¬ 
tions from having to provide the 
injections if they oppose the 
treatment. Other trained person¬ 
nel would then administer the 
drug. 

The measure does not address 
female sex offenders, for whom 
the drug is ineffective. ▼

%% efore Nureyev and Baryshnikov 
y | became nationwide heart- 
fi throbs, there was Edward Villel- 
la, the scrappy Italian kid from the 
streets of New York who made it big 
in the ballets of George Balanchine in 
the ’50s and ’60s. He was an adorable 
rascal with raw American energy, and 
his palpable hunger to make some¬ 
thing of himself made audiences love 
him. It made him a star. 

But he wasn’t just a hit in New 
York. Villella was a national celebrity. 
He had his own TV special, Dance is a 
Man’s Game, and was a regular guest 
on the The Bell Telephone Hour and 
The Ed Sullivan Show. The whole 
country knew his story: champion 
boxer, classic New York kid. 

Villella’s huge personality comes 
across even when he’s not dancing. 
That is why his appearance at the 
Words on Dance program this Sunday 
(Sept. 8, 7:30 p.m.) at the Forum of 
the Center for the Arts at Yerba Buena 
Gardens should be so scintillating.

Holly Hughes 
brings new show

H olly Hughes’ great fear is that 
she will be identified solely as 
one of the notorious NEA 4. 
“I hope that the NEA connec¬ 
tion will be nothing more than a foot¬ 
note. I’d rather be biown for my body 
of work.” That body of work is signif¬ 
icant, and includes the plays The Well 
of Horniness, The Lady Dick, and Dress 
Suits for Hire, as well as her book, Clit 
Notes: A Sapphic Sampler Platter. Her 
new solo piece, Snatches of Saginaw, 
explores the question of growing up 
gay in America. “I’m looking more at 
the history of the places where we 
live,” Hughes explains, “and how that 
influences who we are. Especially 
queers.

A fter a decade with EMI, Eng¬ 
land’s Pet Shop Boys — Neil 
Tennant and Chris Lowe — 
recently signed with Atlantic 
Records in the U.S. Their career here 
could use a boost. Despite high quali¬ 
ty recordings and 25 hit singles inter¬ 
nationally, the duo hasn’t reached the 
U.S. Top 40 since 1988. Criticized for 
being too British, moody, and intellec¬

The title refers to the album’s Latin 
influence.

M ax Ophuls’justly celebrated 1953 masterpiece, The Barrings 
of Madame De... is set in the Proustian world of Belle 
Epoque Paris. A foolish, spendthrift Countess (the exquisite 
Danielle Darrieux) sells a pair of diamond earrings to her jeweler 
to pay her debts. Although a wedding gift from her husband 
(Charles Boyer), they mean little to her. 

The jeweler contacts Boyer and he buys them back, giving them 
to his mistress on the night of her departure for Constantinople. 
She sells them to cover gambling losses, and they are then pur¬ 
chased by an aristocratic diplomat (the elegant Vittorio De Sica). 
He meets and falls in love with Madame De... and gives her the 
earrings, which now take on a special significance in her life and 
lead to tragedy. 

Ophuls’ fluid camera style, the lush settings and costumes, the 
music, the fine performances, all contribute to this greatest of ro¬ 
mantic melodramas. Boyer is exceptionally good, determined to 
play the game by the rules and to punish and reclaim his wife after ' 
she breaks those rules. The subtle codes of aristocratic life have 
never been more effectively portrayed.

and Martin Scorsese. With its ex¬ 
haustive catalog of perversions, 
stinging anti-clericalism, and 
bracing attack on the beautiful fa¬ 
cade of Catherine Deneuve, the 
resurrection of Belle de Jour is 
welcome indeed. 

The film opens with the first of 
many fantasy sequences, which 
the director signals with the 
sound of carriage bells. In this 
first imagining we see Severine 
and her husband Pierre (Jean 
Sorel) enjoying an apparently in¬ 
nocent, autumn ride through a 
forest. But, inexplicably, Pierre 
ends this blissful moment when 
he stops the carriage and hands 
his wife over to two thuggish 
coachmen, who first tie up and 
then rape Severine. 

The film intersperses scenes of 
domestic tranquillity with Sever- 
ine’s lurid fantasies of degrada¬ 
tion. On the surface her life is 
perfect; she is almost disturbing¬ 
ly beautiful, rich, coveted by her 
friends. Pierre is handsome, kind, 
and patient with his wife’s appar¬ 
ent frigidity. During a discussion 
of brothels, a family friend men¬ 
tions a particular address, to 
which Severine — in glamorous 
’60s couture and sunglasses — 
pays a visit. There she meets 
Anais (Genevieve Page), an intel¬ 
ligent madame who operates a 
discreet whorehouse out of her 
fashionable Paris apartment. Sev¬ 
erine is both appalled and se¬ 
duced by the world of prostitu¬ 
tion and tries to limit her in¬ 
volvement to a few hours in the 
afternoon, inspiring Anais to call 
her “belle de jour.” 

Bunuel constantly plays with 
audience expectations as he pre¬ 
sents sequences that may or may 
not be occurring outside Sever- 
ine’s mind. In one of these, an 
aging, refined nobleman (Georges 
Marchall) asks Severine to partic¬ 
ipate in a “religious ceremony.” 
Typical of the director, this turns 
out to be a fetishistic exercise in 
which she pretends to be dead in a 
coffin while the count — who ap¬ 
parently has built a trap door into 
the bottom of the coffin — rav¬ 
ages her from below. When the 
count is through, his servant un¬ 
ceremoniously throws her out of 
the house into a storm. 

Chic trash 

Severine’s experiences as a 
whore read like a de Sade primer. 
Initially she is unsuccessful, re¬ 
jected by a short, fat, middle-aged 
candy manufacturer and a

B elle de Jour (1967) is Luis 
Bunuel’s story of the 
masochistic fantasies and 
casual descent into whoredom of 
Severine (Catherine Deneuve), a 
beautiful but bored representative 
of the haute bourgeoisie. Out of 
circulation for many years, the 
film was rereleased last year 
through the efforts of Deneuve 


masochistic gynecologist who de¬ 
mands another girl when she fails 
to grasp how to discipline him. 
But Severine’s look of “class” 
makes her one of Anais’ most 
popular girls, and the madame re¬ 
grets that “belle de jour” can only 
offer her services during the day. 
Bunuel lovingly details her trysts 
with a huge Japanese business¬ 
man who tries to pay for his after¬ 
noon delight with a “Geisha 
Card,” and a sleazy, gold-toothed 
gangster named Marcel (Pierre 
Clementi), to whom Severine be¬ 
comes attached. Bunuel intimates 
a lesbian infatuation between 
Anais and Severine, but ultimate¬ 
ly the film’s protagonist is as in¬ 
different to Anais as she is to 
everything else. 

Marcel provides the jolt of lust 
Severine seems to need, but the 
relationship gets out of control 
when Marcel demands to see her 
all the time. Eventually he tries to 
claim his dream girl by killing her 
husband. 

Though Belle de Jour is full of 
glamorous interiors, haute cou¬ 
ture , and a star noted for “class,” 
Bunuel has not abandoned the so¬ 
cial protest approach of earlier 
films, such as Los Olvidados and 
Land Without Bread ; he shows de¬ 
cisively the slumming mentality 
of his rich heroine, how she wants 
the sexual and class pleasures of 
the demimonde without the emo¬ 
tional involvement. Severine’s ul¬ 
timate refusal to leave the confines 
of her bourgeois apartment and 
what it represents — a loveless 
marriage — is one of the direc¬ 
tor’s strongest statements on the 
hollow lives of the rich. And in 
Belle de Jour he specifically as¬ 
saults his leading lady’s glamorous 
surface: in one of the fantasy se¬ 
quences Pierre and the two coach¬ 
men hurl mud at her while yelling 
“dung devourer!” 

Belle de Jour's payoffs are 
many, especially at a time when 
the “dumbing down” of the cul¬ 
ture is so thorough that the phrase 
has become a catchword. Some 
viewers will be put off by the 
sheer meanness of Bunuel’s treat¬ 
ment of Deneuve; some (if not

all) will be confused by the inter¬ 
play between the film’s authentic 
narrative and the fantasies.

PFA rolls out near-complete Mizoguchi retrospective

he roots of artistry are often 

f sought in autobiography. 

1 For Kenji Mizoguchi (1898- 
1956), long considered a master 
among Japanese directors, there 
were two events from the direc¬ 
tor’s childhood that may have 
played a pivotal role in the kinds 
of films he would make. The first 
was his father’s investment of the 
family fortune in a failed business 
scheme, a move that forced the 
family to relocate to the poorer 
district of Asakusa. The second 
event, the result of the first, was 
when his 14-year-old sister Suzu 
was put up for adoption and 
eventually sold to a geisha house. 
Mizoguchi’s adoration of Suzu 
and of his mother, who died when 
he was 17, was balanced by an in¬ 
tense hatred of his father. The se¬ 
nior Mizoguchi’s inability to sup¬ 
port his family forced his son to 
be farmed out to relatives. It was 
only through the efforts of Suzu 
that he was able to study art, be¬ 
come a painter, and eventually di¬ 
rect films, starting with The Res¬ 
urrection of Love (1923). 

These people and events from 
the director’s youth — a sudden 
rise or fall in class; the oppressive 
or self-deluded male authority 
figure; the self-sacrificing woman 
who is ultimately destroyed — be¬ 
came the basis for Mizoguchi’s 
greatest works: Osaka Elegy, The 
Story of the Last Chrysanthemums, 
The Life of Oharu , Sansho the 
Bailiff, and Ugetsu. 

The director’s early work con¬ 
sisted mostly of studio projects 
over which he had little control, 
but which, nevertheless, reflected 
some of his interests. He was a stu¬ 
dent of both western and Japanese 
art and literature, making films 
based on sources as disparate as 
The Tales of Hoffmann, Eugene 
O’Neill, and newspaper cartoons 
of the day. It was not until 1936, 
with Osaka Elegy, that he came

into his own as a director. With 
this film, he said, “I was able final¬ 
ly to learn to show life as I see it.” 

Osaka Elegy established a pat¬ 
tern for many of Mizoguchi’s later 
films. Ayako (Isuzu Yamada) is a 
young telephone operator forced 
to become her boss’ mistress 
when her father, an embezzler, is 
threatened with jail. Through no 
fault of her own, Ayako spirals 
continuously downward and is fi¬ 
nally forced into prostitution to 
support the family, who revile 
Ayako even as they accept her 
money. The film ends with a star¬ 
tling close-up of the defiant pro¬ 
tagonist, a device the director 
would use sparingly in the future. 
His other masterpiece from this 
year, Sisters of the Gion, shows us 
territory that Mizoguchi knew 
from repeated personal experi¬ 
ence: the geisha houses of Kyoto. 

Feminist director 

The Story of the Last Chrysan¬ 
themums (1939) established deci¬ 
sively Mizoguchi’s reputation as a 
“feminist” director. A Kabuki 
actor, Kikunosuke (Shotaro 
Hanayagi) falls in love with a ser¬ 
vant girl, Otoku, whose extreme 
sacrifices to make him a great 
actor are only realized at the end 
of her life. This film shows the in¬ 


fluence (admitted by Mizoguchi) 
of von Sternberg, particularly in 
the painterly compositions and 
chiaroscuro lighting, effects the 
director had mastered by this 
time. Chrysanthemums also con¬ 
tains one of Mizoguchi’s most 
brilliant sequences: the dying 
Otoku, hidden under the stage on 
which Kikunosuke is. acting, pray¬ 
ing for his success. The film moves 
far beyond the masochism im¬ 
plied by a simple plot recital; here 
and in similar works, a powerful 
social critique underlies the 
drama. As in The Life of Oharu 
and The Crucified Lovers, im¬ 
placable forces are brought to 


bear when class strictures are 
abandoned, and it is usually the 
women who suffer. 

Mizoguchi, the sensitive leftist 
and “woman’s director,” was also 
a perfectionist and a tyrant on the 
set. One story, perhaps apoc¬ 
ryphal, relates that during the 
making of The Straits of Love and 
Hate (1938) he forced actor Fu- 
miko Yamaji to rehearse a scene 
700 times. Kinuyo Tanaka, Mi¬ 
zoguchi’s favorite actress and one 
of the screen’s greatest, recalled 
without rancor the director forc¬ 
ing her to read practically an en¬ 
tire library to prepare for a role. 
Authenticity was one of his fetish¬ 
es, and his period films were ap¬ 
preciated by Japanese audiences 
for their historical detail. ’ 

During the ’40s, Mizoguchi 
was forced to make films that suit¬ 
ed the government’s propaganda 
needs. He moved into uncharac¬ 
teristic samurai territory with 
works like The Loyal Forty-Seven 
Ronin (1942), Miyamoto Musashi 
(1944), and The Famous Sword 
(1945). Many of these were pop¬ 
ular enough for the director to 
reprise them later, as in Tales of the 
Taira Clan (1955). But even in na¬ 
tionalist works he refused to 
abandon his concern — one 
might say obsession — with the 
oppression of women. Films like 
Victory of Women (1946) and 
Women of the Night (1948) work 
as both scorching polemics and 
emotionally wrenching dramas. 

International recognition 
came with The Life of Oharu 
(1952), a period piece that won 
numerous awards in Europe and 
Japan. Oharu (Kinuyo Tanaka) is 
the daughter of a samurai at 
Kyoto’s Imperial Palace. When she 
falls in love with a lower-class 
man, she is forced into exile and 
he is killed. From this point on, 
her life becomes a dizzying night¬ 
mare of decline as she tries to kill 
herself, becomes a rich man’s mis¬ 
tress, then a courtesan, then a 
maid, and finally, a beggar and a 
whore. Mizoguchi locates his 
heroine in a chaos of social and 
historical forces, culminating in a 
breathtaking attempt to reclaim 


the son she bore as mistress of a 
nobleman, and who has become 
wealthy and powerful himself. 

Lost in fate 

In the persistent desire to com¬ 
partmentalize, critics have some¬ 
what glibly designated Kurosawa 
the emotional director, Ozu the 
contemplative one, and Mi¬ 
zoguchi somewhere in between. 
But works like Ugetsu (1953) and 
Sansho the Bailiff (1954) have an 
emotional power that is unique in 
film. Mizoguchi’s strategies for 
achieving strong feeling in his 
work are subtle and surprising. 
Whereas Kurosawa creates audi¬ 
ence involvement through mon¬ 
tage and liberal use of close-ups, 
Mizoguchi avoids both but man¬ 
ages to create an even stronger 
mood through lighting, camera 
placement and movement, and 
unusual manipulations of the ac¬ 
tors within the frame. One thinks 
of his characters walking slowly, 
methodically, like puppets con¬ 
trolled by a force offscreen, as in 
Miss Oyu, where these delicate 
movements reflect the halting, 
complex relationships of the 
lethal triangle at the film’s center. 
In moments of crisis, Mizoguchi’s 
characters crouch, hide their 
faces, lie on the ground at a dis¬ 
creet distance from the camera, as 
if the feelings they are experienc¬ 
ing are too intense to be recorded. 

In the famous final scene from 
Sansho the Bailiff, for example, a 
young man who has been sold 
into slavery is finally reunited on a 
beach with his mother, who was 
raped, crippled, and abandoned. 
Mizoguchi ends this devastating 
encounter with a crane shot that 
rises far above the small, huddled 
pair, and we see only the beach in 
an enormous long shot, with a 
tiny human figure working in the 
lower left part of the frame. The 
tragedies these characters experi¬ 
ence, which are ultimately deter¬ 
mined by fate and the irre¬ 
deemable nature of man, are un- 
resolvable within the limits of 
narrative, and hence the picture 
frame. This is what the director is 
telling us by calling attention to 
the shot, and dwarfing — even 
eradicating — the characters 
within it. 

Mizoguchi’s ability to wring 
intense emotions from the small¬ 
est gestures is evident throughout 
Ugetsu, but particularly when the 
boy whose mother was raped and 
killed goes to her grave and puts a 
bowl of rice on it, the action 
punctuated by a simple bow, after 
which the camera cranes up and 
away. This scene works because 
Mizoguchi refuses to sentimental¬ 
ize it, or any of the unfortunate 
events that precede it. Even his fa¬ 
ther’s doomed affair with the 
ghost Lady Wakasa is recorded 
with an almost detached air, as the 
camera restlessly surveys the 
ghostly mansion and his father’s 
erotic entrapment with a simplic¬ 
ity that belies the power of his 
emotions. 

Mizoguchi died in 1956, only a 
few years after achieving interna¬ 
tional fame. At the time of his 
death he was preparing another 
indictment of male supremacy 
and the merchant class, Osaka 
Story. In Ugetsu, the erring hus¬ 
band is guided by the spirit of his 
dead wife, whose sad but inspir¬ 
ing voice he hears as he creates his 
pottery. Mizoguchi’s voice has the 
same kind of spiritual resonance, 
and like the woman in Ugetsu, it 
transcends his death. ▼

weapons for our tax money? Isn’t 
that the pursuit of happiness?” 

Hughes argues that “the polit¬ 
ical center keeps rolling, shifting, 
drifting to the right. Let’s face it. 
Clinton is basically a moderate 
Republican. We’re in a very scary 
moment politically. We have no 
real alternative to the two major 
parties, and they are both in the 
pocket of big corporations. So of 
course that means the parties 
aren’t in favor of universal health 
care, but they do approve of cut¬ 
ting wages. Even the press is 
owned by corporate interests, so 
the information we get is also 
skewed.” 

Hughes and I are both chil¬ 
dren of the ’60s, and we both re¬ 
member those days when we be¬ 
lieved that we really could change 
the world. “The difference,” 
Hughes grumbles, “is that then 
we had a war on poverty; now it’s 
a war on poor people. But I’m 
hopeful. I think that progressives 
are being revitalized.” 

Where does art fit in this po¬ 
litical matrix? “The value of art,” 
says Hughes, “is not that it’s a 
substitute for organizing. We 
need lots of narratives to counter 
the prevailing master narrative 
that everything is OK, that 
racism was abolished by the civil 
rights movement, that homo¬ 
phobia ended at Stonewall. 

“You know, people say that 
fringe theater is really preaching 
to the converted. But think about 
it. We go to the theater to be 
changed, to be transformed, to be 
inspired, which is the same rea¬ 
son people go to church. I think 
preaching is really an appropriate 
metaphor for what theater does.” 

What about money, and the 
NEA? “Funding is a real problem. 
High art is really status quo. The 
tickets are so expensive that only 
the wealthy can participate. I 
think that NEA funding really 
serves to subsidize the audience, 
to bring people into the arts who 
couldn’t otherwise afford it. I’d 
love to see Tampax underwrite a 
women’s theater festival. They 
could call it ‘Blood Money.’ There 
is a lot of really great work being 
done out there, very exciting 
work. But with money so tight, 
the spaces aren’t available for the 
work to be presented. Presenters 
are not as willing to take risks as 
the audience is.” 

I ask if Hughes has anything 
special she wants to say about 
Snatches of Saginaw. “Well,” she 
says thoughtfully, “it is an evolv¬ 
ing piece, but I hope there won’t 
be a dry seat in the house.” ▼

Sexy and sophisticated 

Pride Season II more than fleshtacular

T he New Conservatory The¬ 
atre Center is taking pride 
in pride. The Center’s first 
“Pride Season” of gay plays was, 
on the whole, a financial and 
artistic success. So with the mo¬ 
mentum of an auspicious begin¬ 
ning behind them, the New Con¬ 
servatory’s creative staff has un¬ 
veiled an ambitious second Pride 
Season, this one bearing the 
somewhat laborious title, “Mov¬ 
ing Forward With Pride.” Consist¬ 
ing of five plays, the season begins 
next week with Fortune and Mens 
Eyes and concludes in June with 
The End of the World Party. 

The New Conservatory’s maid¬ 
en Pride line-up was characterized 
by plays with a decidedly erotic 
bent. Audiences were made up 
primarily of gay men who were 
drawn to the small three-complex 
theater at the corner of Van Ness 
and Market by a provocative ad¬ 
vertising campaign that typically 
featured scantily clad, attractive 
men in suggestive poses. 

The enticing publicity paid off. 
Two Boys In Bed On a Cold Win¬ 
ter's Night, Something About Us, 
and Sexy Shorts (a program of 
men’s one-acts) were extended,

with lines forming early each 
evening as men prepared to grab 
coveted front row seats. The sea¬ 
son’s only non-nude play, Heart¬ 
break, did not extend. A program 
of women’s shorts was also of¬ 
fered, but, according to New Con¬ 
servatory Artistic Director Ed 
Decker, that program was not em¬ 
braced by the women’s communi¬ 
ty and was not as financially suc¬ 
cessful as the men’s program. 

Decker has worked with the 
New Conservatory since 1986 
and has been its artistic director 
since 1991. He and his staff of 


four, along with the Center’s 
board of directors, hope to repeat 
the success of the first season with 
the plays they’ve chosen for the 
second, which begins next week 
with John Herbert’s gay prison 
drama Fortune and Men's Eyes. 
Perhaps best known as Sal 
Mineo’s 1967 on-stage outing, 
and later as a 1971 film starring 
the nubile young Wendell Bur¬ 
ton, Fortune is a hard-to-resist, 
juicy story that will undoubtedly 
get the season off to a rousing 
start. 

Next up is a re-written version 
of the 20-year-old, Off-Broadway 
hit Vanities, by Jack Heifner. 
Originally about the lives of three 
high school cheerleaders in the 
’60s, Vanities will get a sex change 
for San Francisco. Decker asked 
Heifner if he would re-write the 
play to feature three football play¬ 
ers growing up and dealing with 
gay issues. Heifner enthusiastical¬ 
ly agreed, and the new version 
will debut in November. 

Edwin Sanchez’s Trafficking in 
Broken Hearts will receive its West 
Coast premiere in January. De¬ 
scribed as explicit and erotic (in 
box- office parlance that means a 
hit), Trafficking concerns the tan¬ 
gled relationships between a hus-

Sick , twisted , hilarious Towering Inferno

ony Vaguely and The Sick 

I and Twisted Players are at it 
again. This time the bull’s- 
eye is Irwin Allen’s homage to fire¬ 
men (honestly, that’s what the 
credits say), The Towering Inferno. 
Released in 1974, this kitschy flick 
featured Paul Newman, Steve Mc¬ 
Queen, Faye Dunaway, Fred As¬ 
taire, Richard Chamberlain, Susan 
Blakely, and Jennifer Jones in a 
disaster of epic proportions. 
Needless to say, this is perfect fod¬ 
der for The Sick & Twisted Play¬ 
ers, who have found in the idiotic 
adventure a perfect target for their 
special art. 

In the film, Paul Newman plays 
an architect who has designed the 
tallest building in the world in 
downtown Los Angeles (changed 
to San Francisco for the play). Due 
to some faulty wiring and a mal¬ 
functioning sprinkler system 
(funny how building inspectors 
don’t exist in the movies), a fire 
breaks out on the top floor during 
the building’s dedication party, 
killing a gaggle of characters and 
endangering the lives of several 
others. The film has it all: hammy 
acting, ridiculous plot twists, im¬ 
probable rescues, absurd dialogue, 
and O.J. Simpson. 

L’il Seanetta, who does time as 
the Paul Newman character, Doug 
Roberts, has come a long way over 
the years. He never fails to be in¬ 
teresting, whether he’s playing the 
swashbuckling hero or exchang¬ 
ing bitchy barbs with Alex Bark¬ 
er’s Richard Chamberlain (writer 
Vaguely gets a lot of mileage out 
of Chamberlain being a man 
about town in San Francisco). 

Robert Foster as Steve Mc¬ 
Queen’s droll fire chief, Leslie 
Duncan as the windy building

owner, and Eric Womanck as an 
incontinent Fred Astaire, are 
equally good. But it’s Omewenne’s 
Faye Dunaway (as Susan) that 
steals the show. The camp is so in¬ 
tense here that even Dunaway’s 
Joan Crawford in Mommie Dear¬ 
est pales by comparison. 

Director Tony Vaguely trun¬ 
dles out his usual low-tech visual 
effects, and, of course, there are all 
sorts of horrific ’70s signifiers — 


hideous platform shoes, polyester 
clothing, tacky hit songs. The 
highlight of the show is Chuk, 
who does a fire-breathing — liter¬ 
ally — dance to “Disco Inferno.”

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Unorphic ‘Orphee’

T here are some operatic roles 
that are just about impossi¬ 
ble to do well. Either the 
composer wrote music that is al¬ 
most infeasible for a human 
being to actually sing, like the title 
role in Wagner’s Siegfried y for in¬ 
stance, or the artistry required to 
convey the drama is so over¬ 
whelming that singers can only 
approximate the role’s potential, 
like Orphee in Gluck’s Orphee et 
Eurydice. Alas, a new recording of 
Gluck’s masterpiece from Teldec 
only fuels the suspicion that pub¬ 
licity and marketing — rather 
than artistic merit — decide who 
records what roles these days. 

It is not that Jennifer Lar- 
more, the mezzo of the month, is 
actually bad as Orphee in con¬ 
ductor Donald Runnicles’ ver¬ 
sion of Berlioz’s version of 
Gluck’s French version of his 
own original Italian opera. 
(Sorry, no brownie points given 
for keeping all that straight.) 
After all, portraying the greatest 
singer of all time, a singer whose 
artistry and voice were so as¬ 
tounding that even the gods of 
the underworld fell under his 
spell and restored his beloved 
Eurydice to life, is asking a lot of 
a mere mortal. And the artistic 
demands are true, whether Orh- 
pee is sung by a countertenor, a

viens rendre a mon ame,” and lis¬ 
tening to Larmore’s “J’ai perdu 
mon Eurydice,” one wonders 
how one of the greatest arias ever 
written could have so little im¬ 
pact. For these ears there is a cu¬ 
rious lack of heart and soul in 
this portrayal. 

Nor is the recording helped by 


rector Donald Runnicles, acquit 
themselves nicely. 

Larmore fans will undoubted¬ 
ly want this recording for their 
collections, though it is unlikely 
to convert new fans for either the 
mezzo or the opera.

Chops to spare 


T he ability to convey emotion so vividly that an audience be¬ 
comes totally enraptured in the moment is the rarest com¬ 
modity in opera today. Fortunately, every once in a while a 
singer comes along who proves such artistry is still alive, as sopra¬ 
no Christina Lamberti did recently at the Merola Grand Finale con¬ 
cert in Davies Symphony Hall. Her rendition of Margherita’s “L’ai- 
tra notte” from Boito’s Mefistofele was in the tradition of Tebaldi 
and Muzio. Lamberti’s singing went so directly from her soul 
through the music to the audience that —- even without subtitles— 
there could be no doubt what Margherita was feeling. Lamberti 
simply was the character, and she deserved every bit of the show¬ 
stopping ovation the near-capacity audience gave her. If the gods 
are kind, SF opera lovers will be allowed to watch this young so¬ 
prano grow into the formidable artist she could become, and which 
the world of opera needs so desperately. ▼

Fair to middlin’ Forza 

Duets shine in tepid Met production

iiiP he core of Verdi’s gloomiest 

; melodrama, La Forza del 
It Destino, is a trio of tenor- 
baritone duets that outlines the 
relationship between two fanati¬ 
cal men who seem to be having 
one of the great unacknowledged 
love affairs in all of opera. 

Thanks to these lengthy, psy¬ 
chologically astute duets, next 
week’s Metropolitan Opera tele¬ 
cast of Forza del Destino succeeds 
beyond expectations. Yes, it would 
be better if Placido Domingo did¬ 
n’t appear so avuncular when he 
is supposed to be a dashing war 
hero, and didn’t transpose Al¬ 
varo’s music downward. With 
Russian baritone Vladimir Cher¬ 
nov (he of the flowing golden 
locks) as the insane Don Carlo di 
Vargas, the two singers work up 
plenty of heavy-breathing musical 
passion. 

In their first duet, “Solenne in 
quest’ora,” Carlo and the wound¬ 
ed Alvaro bond as brothers be¬ 
cause Carlo doesn’t know yet that 
his new friend is also his sister’s 
lover. The proud Spanish grandee 
cannot countenance Alvaro, an 
Inca prince, as suitor to Leonora; 
he even calls Alvaro “half-breed” 
to his face. The second duet, 
“Sleale,” is often cut by music di¬ 
rectors hoping to save 10 minutes. 
It is the least lyrical and most dar¬ 
ing of the encounters; in it, Carlo 
reveals his psychosis. (Chernov’s 
facial expressions are priceless.) In 
the third duet, Alvaro has taken 
religious vows and refuses to fight 
Carlo until the Spaniard insults 
him beyond reason. Hot stuff. 

Bland noises 

The rest of this pedestrian pro¬ 
duction — except for conductor 
James Levine’s obvious affection 
for Verdi’s sprawling score — is a 
tough slog. Sharon Sweet’s Leono¬ 
ra is mammoth. Other large 
singers — Regine Crespin, Jessye 
Norman, the late Pilar Lorengar 
— brought compelling plastique 
and vocal specificity to romantic 
roles. As wholesome as tapioca, 
Sweet is one of those American 
sopranos (like Deborah Voigt and 
Alessandra Marc) who make big, 
loud, bland noises and seem to be 
singing in Urdu. Neither her act¬ 
ing nor phrasing can explain why 


Alvaro spends the whole opera 
searching for her. 

I don’t mean to be irreverent, 
but there are times when even the 
most defensive opera fan under¬ 
stands why people laugh at the art 
we love. For instance, Roberto 
Scandiuzzi displays a youthful, 
burnished basso as Padre 
Guardiano, the Father Superior 
who sends Leonora to a rocky 
hermitage. But he should not ap¬ 
pear in TV close-ups. (In this cast, 
nobody but the dishy Chernov 
should appear in close-ups. 
Mezzo Gloria Scalchi, as the noisy 
camp-follower Preziosilla, acts 
like a suburban matron playing 
fortune teller at a Rotary game 
night.) When Leonora dies, Scan¬ 
diuzzi rolls his eyes upward like a 
saint in a velvet painting. I dare 
you not to snicker. 

I don’t blame the singers as 
much as I blame the television di¬ 
rector, the ubiquitous and over¬ 
rated Brian Large. In addition to 
ill-advised close-ups, he cuts from 
anonymous chorus members to 


principals and back again so fre¬ 
quently it induces vertigo. Large 
may have been trying to improve 
stage director Giancarlo del 
Monaco’s flabby work, which ba¬ 
sically leaves the singers to their 
own hopeless devices. I have no 
comment on Michael Scott’s set 
designs because the stage is too 
dark to see them, suggesting that 
the entire opera takes place after 
midnight. (It doesn’t, but why fol¬ 
low the composer’s directions 
when you can be “creative”?) 

As for Scott’s costumes, except 
for the trim Chernov, the designer 
might as well be working with 
Carol Burnett’s Tara curtains. Still, 
stick it out; those duets will reward 
you with some high testosterone 
singing and acting. You can fill in 
the subtext yourself. ▼

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Secret

Robber's Wine by Ellen Hart; 

Seal Press, $21.95 

E llen Hart’s new mystery, 
Robber’s Wine , is a pleasure 
to read. Hart’s amateur de¬ 
tective, Jane Lawless, is an ab¬ 
solutely believable character who 
solves mysteries because she finds 
unanswered questions intolera¬ 
ble. Lawless is smarter than the 
rest of us, but not insufferably so. 
The result is a readerly delight. 

Belle Dumont has kept a fam¬ 
ily secret for more than 40 years. 
When she decides finally to share 
that secret with her three chil¬ 
dren, the stage is set for murder, 
intrigue, threats of violence — in 
a phrase, family values. Each of 
Belle’s children has his or her own 
secret, and the revelation of those 
hidden pains is handled skillfully. 
Jane is on the scene because she 
does a favor for Belle’s daughter, 
Anne, and drops her at her moth¬ 
er’s home on the way to a much 
needed vacation with her pal, 
Cordelia — proof that no good 
deed goes unpunished. When 
Jane and Cordelia decide to stay 
over for one night, they are im¬ 
mediately neck deep in murder 
and mayhem. 

Hart creates richly human 
characters, and she has a real gift 
for showing the ways in which 
they interact in heightened situa¬ 
tions. In addition to providing 
the reader with an entertaining 
murder mystery — and Robber’s 
Wine can certainly be read for 
that alone — Hart explores the 
corrosive power of secrets, the 
ways in which the unknown is 
more damaging than anything 
that can be told. Hart juggles sev¬ 


eral subplots with consummate 
skill, including a love interest for 
Jane. The result is a mystery that 
engages the mind as well as the 
heart and raises questions the 
reader must consider carefully. 
I’m still thinking about Robber’s 
Wine days after I finished reading 
it; I suspect the same will be true 
for you. T 

Dialectics

Wildwood Flowers by Julia 
Watts; Naiad, $10.95 

I try to be helpful in these re¬ 
views, to suggest trouble spots 
that a writer might try to 
avoid in the future. This week’s 
hint has to do with writing in di¬ 
alect — don’t! Why? First, it is 
very unlikely that you will get it 
right and use it consistently 
throughout the novel, or, indeed, 
throughout an entire sentence, as 
in this example from Wildwood 
Flowers: “Well, unfortunately, a 
lot of it involves disciplinin’ ouwa 
more recalcitrant students.” Now, 
come on, is it really likely that 
someone who says “ouwa” for 
our is going to use a standard 
pronunciation for recalcitrant? I 
don’t think so. Second, the di¬ 
alect distracts the reader. Third, 
it is possible to spend so much 
time thinking about the inepti¬ 
tude of the author’s translation 
from standard to dialect that 
plot, theme and characters drift 
away. 

That said, let me tell you what 
I was able to decipher from Julia 
Watts’ first novel. Andie and Bev 
move to Morgan, Kentucky when 
Andie lands a teaching job at a 
Christian college. Andie decides 
that she and Bev will tell the ho¬ 
mophobic natives that they are 
cousins; she even insists on set¬ 
ting up a phony second bedroom 
for Bev. The destructiveness of 
the closet, the lies both are re¬ 
quired to tell in order to keep that 
closet door bolted shut, and the 
damage done to their relationship 
as a result, are all painfully and 
accurately detailed. Bev and 
Andie are believable characters. 
Alas, the peripheral characters are 
mostly defined by that awful di¬ 
alect and are considerably less in¬ 
teresting. I have to think that 
Watts spent so much time on that 
southern patois that she had no 
time to create three-dimensional 
characters. Too bad, because I 
have a feeling that Watts is actu¬ 
ally a writer of some skill. Let’s 
hope her next novel will be writ¬ 
ten in English. T

ing.” Pet Shop Boys also know how 
to create moods with music. “Dis- 
cotecca,” the album’s opener, 
quickly establishes a somber tone. 
In a gentle voice over a techno 
backdrop, singer Tennant touches 
upon a theme that recurs 
throughout Bilingual — a desire 
for change and meaning. “I don’t 
speak the language,” Tennant 
mourns. “I am lost.” The drum 
corps percussion — militaristic 
sounds frequently appear in PSB 
songs, reflecting Tennant’s person¬ 
al interest in political history — 
picks up as the song seamlessly 
segues into “Singles,” a sarcastic 
jab at jet-setting business types 
who live for their jobs. 

The meaning of “Up Against 
It” is camouflaged by a perky 
disco melody heavily influenced 
by one of Lowe’s favorite singles, 


Taylor Dayne’s “Tell It To My 
Heart.” The title — a sexual dou¬ 
ble-entendre — is taken from an 
unproduced screenplay gay play¬ 
wright Joe Orton wrote for The 
Beatles. Like Orton, Pet Shop Boys 
use a conventional art form — in 
this case, pop music — to critique 
social order. Beneath the shiny ve¬ 
neer of this track is a scathing in¬ 
dictment of post-World War II 
England in which Tennant bitter¬ 
ly delivers couplets like “Drinking 
this swill/to sweeten the pill,” and 
a truly remarkable verse: “Such a 
cold winter/with scenes as slow as 
Pinter/synchronize your watch¬ 
es/there’s still time to kill.” 

In “Red Letter Day,” Tennant 
directs his venom toward himself. 
The track opens with a Commu¬ 
nist party fanfare that percolates 
into full-frenzied disco. “Years 
perfecting a stance,” Tennant 
laments over this sugary back¬ 
drop, “measured cool fading into 
insignificance.” Tennant’s dissatis¬ 


faction is clearly articulated in “To 
Step Aside,” where Spanish guitar 
and flamenco handclapping can’t 
disguise his weariness. 

But the tired tracks on Bilin¬ 
gual are the two singles “Before” 
and “Se a vide e.” The former, cur¬ 
rently a big hit in the U.S., says 
nothing over a dated synth back- 
beat, and the pop cliches — sunny 
background harmonies, hand¬ 
clapping — contradict the Pet 
Shop Boys’ sensibility. Other duds 
include “Saturday Night Forever,” 
a throwaway hymn to nightclub¬ 
bing inspired by Kylie Minogue’s 
Stock-Aitken-Waterman singles, 
and “The Survivors,” which 
sounds like an inferior outtake 
from the Pet Shop Boys’ 1990 Be¬ 
havior album. Interspersing these 
formulaic, light-hearted numbers 
between thought-provoking 
songs like “Red Letter Day” and 
“Up Against It” may help Atlantic 
sell the album, but the direction¬ 
less result is often frustrating. ▼

tier, a runaway teen, and a lawyer 
struggling with his sexuality. A 
different kind of love story, and a 
brave choice for the season, is 
Steven Dietz’s lyrical The Lonely 
Planet, which will premiere in 
March. An AIDS play like no 
other before it, Dietz’s dramatic 
comedy is one of the best con¬ 
temporary plays dealing with 
HIV and gay male friendships. 
The risk here for the New Con¬ 
servatory is the absence of nudity. 

The season finale, however, 
promises plenty of flesh. Chuck 
Ranberg’s End of the World Party 
is set in a summer house on Fire 


Island where six gay men romp 
through the summer and end up 
bonding with each other and cre¬ 
ating the gay family they have al¬ 
ways wanted. 

Artistic Director Decker says 
he had planned a parallel season 
of women’s programming, but 
the board rejected the idea, saying 
it was noble but lacked economic 
reality. “We’re not giving up, 
though,” Decker insists. “Though 
the main season concentrates ex¬ 
clusively on men’s programming, 
the New Conservatory will also 
produce a parallel season from 
January to June that will comple¬ 
ment the Pride Season with inti¬ 
mate productions in the Center’s 
small studio theater. “One of 
these works will definitely be a 


lesbian production.” 

Sophisticated is a word Deck¬ 
er uses to describe the new sea¬ 
son. But he is quick to add, it is 
sophistication with a “tremen¬ 
dous amount of gay eroticism 
laced through each play.” Decker 
even goes so far as to describe the 
plays as good literature — good, 
sexy literature. “It will be titillat¬ 
ing” he promises, “but also 
thought-provoking.” T

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Gnomonclature 


I n what may be the most unusual 
site-specific installation ever pre¬ 
sented at the museum, SFMOMA is 
now home to a weird, high tech, 
vaguely biomorphic, slyly threatening 
whale-sized object that seems to move 
of its own volition and goes by the 
name “Gnomon.” Cast out of fiber¬ 
glass like a surfboard, to a model 
carved from a bar of soap, this blob is 
big: 18 feet long, 7 feet wide and 8 feet 
high. Created by the Interim Office of 
Architecture (architects Bruce Tomb 
and John Randolph) and graphic de¬ 
signer Tom Bonauro, the Gnomon al¬ 
most fills a darkened gallery, crowding 
out museumgoers according to moves 
which have a very strange origin in¬ 
deed. 

The dirigible-like object is up- 
linked to a Global Positioning Satellite, 
which is able to transmit data of Gno¬ 
mon’s exact global coordinates. But 
because GPS is a military spy system 
and Gnomon is decidedly civilian, the 
signals are intentionally scrambled, so 
that our giant potato is constantly 
scurrying around, trying to find its 
center. 

“It wants to go home,” says curator 
of architecture and design Aaron Bet- 
sky. To compound its confusion, the 
blob also senses humans in its way, and 
retreats from possible collision. It’s 
painfully shy. 

If the set-up sounds High Concept, 
the experience of encountering Gno¬ 
mon has its own sensual rewards. To 
those viewers willing to suspend their 
need to know what it is and what it 
“means,” Gnomon offers an audiovi¬ 
sual Gestalt head and shoulders above 
most high tech art installations, which 
sometimes feel constrained by their 
technology. Gnomon is served by its 
technology rather than vice versa: the 
thing may be neither animal nor veg¬ 
etable, but it certainly feels animate, in 
some way alive. Bonauro’s mysterious 
images project from inside onto the 
blob’s polyurethane skin, while eerie 
ambient music scored by Charly 
Brown + Co. (known for their pop 
music as Voice Farm) provides the ap¬ 
propriate aural spookiness: ooga 
booga. 

A gnomon is defined as a device for 
knowing, such as a sundial. This exhi¬ 
bition’s true strength is its ability to 
captivate and enthrall, even as its visi¬ 
tors remain in the state of not knowing 
what it “means.” T
